Iowa Now Easier on 


Professional Minors 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—RKO booking 
Office has been notified by the circuit’s 
legal department, according to an au- 
thentic source, of improved legal condi!- 
tious in Iowa for the booking of minors. 
The circuit has already taken advantage 
of the lifting of the bars by booking 
Jean Darling, of Our Gang Comedies, for 
eight weeks in the Middle West, taking 
in Des Moines and Cedar Rapids, Iowa 
towns, on the route. 

The new and more liberal conditions 
governing the professional appearances 
of minors in Iowa, it has become known, 
went into effect as the result of a test 
case built up around Broadus Earle, 
violin prodigy. RKO was barred from 
playing the child in Sioux City, and 
REO decided to make a test of the issue 
involved. The case was tried September, 
1930, by the local council, which held 
against the defendant, Mrs. Alta Earle, 
mother of Broadus. It was taken to the 
Supreme Court. The higher court re- 
versed the decision and dismissed the 
petition for a rehearing. 

The new status of professional minors 
playing in Iowa permits them to play 
provided the act is owned and controlled 
by its parents. One of the parents must 
be with the act, and provisions must 
be made for tutoring while en route. 
Altho the law does not require it, recom- 
mendations are made that if the father 
travels with the act, a governess or a 
suitable woman accompany the child. 
Before the new conditions were made 
effective, guardians were not permitted 
to substitute for parents in stage ap- 
pearances thru the State of children. 


Who'll Give a Theater? 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Height of 
shoe-stringing came to light here 
with the announcement of a new 
play. Producers paid the advance 
royalties by selling a piece of the 
show that they hadn’t as yet ac- 
quired. Cast of 22 unanimously 
waived Equity bond, and, not only 
that, but will also play thru try- 
out tour on one-third of contracted 
salaries. Director gets paid if show 
goes over. Press agent gets paid if 
show goes over. All printing done 
on the cuff. Scenic designer called 
off by being given a part of play. 
And, as final shot, cast forced to 
supply their own photographs for 
publicity purposes. 


Canvas Shows in California

exhibition under canvas, in the State. 


CFA To Fight Advertising 


Bills Affecting 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Hostile bill- 
beard legislation, that is, legislation of 
this character which would unfairly af- 
fect the amusement industry, and par- 
ticularly outdoor show people, fairs, cir- 
cuses, carnivals, etc., is to be combated 
to the best of its ability by the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the Circus Fans’ 
Association, of which Melvin D. Hildreth, 
of this city, is chairman. 

Discussing this tendency upon the part 
of Legislatures to take extreme steps, at 
least insofar as some bills introduced 
would indicate, the Pennsylvania situa- 
tion being a typical cne, Hildreth said 
his committee was going carefully into 
this situation as well as into numerous

other rituations promising to unduly af- 
fect amusement interests. 

The Legislative Committee will direct 
its efforts to seeing, if possible, that 
recognition of the outdoor amusement 
world as a great industry, within itself, 
be accorded as well as its place in pro- 
moting recreation, entertainment of a 
varied character, education, and the like, 
all of value to the general public. Just 
treatment, following full investigation, 
and not discrimination, promise to be 
the watchwords of the Circus Fans’ com. 
mittee in connection with its efforts 
touching pending or proposed outdoor 


advertising legislation.

Split-Stage Case 
May Go to Casey 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—A unique issue 
of having a vaudeville case deprived of 
court action and submitted to arbitra- 
tion by Pat Casey’s Joint Complaint Bu- 
reau will come up in the trial of Mi- 
nerva Courtney against Phil Morris, John 
J. McNally Jr. and RKO. The case is 
a Federal one, in which Miss Courtney 
lays claim to the split-stage idea used 
in the act headed by Tom and Ray 
Romaine, with the defendants interested 
respectively as the producer, author and 
booker. 

At a conference held by all concerned 
in the case, the defendants, thru coun- 
sel, asked Miss Courtney to submit the 
matter to the joint Complaint Bureau 
in view of the fact that the matter was 
strictly of a vaudeville nature. It is 
alleged that the plaintiff refused arbi- 
tration and insisted on trial by court. 
The bureau has already been informed 
of the facts by the defendants. 

If Miss Courtney continues to refuse 


arbitration, Irving Rosman, counsel for 
defendants Morris and McNally, intends 
to make a motion in the Fec 1 Court 


directing the plaintiff t aia the 
matter to the bureau. His theory, which 
has never yet been applied, is that it is 
a custom in vaudeville that all disputes 
arising out of vaudeville be presented to 
the arbitration bureau, where cases can 
be tried speedily and by a body thoroly 
acquainted with the trade angles. 

Rosman contends that in recent years 
the courts have favored submitting these 
disputes to boards of arbitration. If he 
is successful in his novel motion, he 
believes that all lengthy suits arising 
from vaudeville will be eliminated and 
speedily and effectively handled by the 
Joint Complaint Bureau.

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Joseph Plunkett, 
general manager of RKO and operator of 
its theaters, is not making an attempt 
to play down the unusual number of 
shifts and letouts among house man- 
agers on the circuit. In a recent state- 
ment to The Billboard, Plunkett an- 
swered a query about the constant 
changes in the ranks of theater execu- 
tives by admitting that there have been 
many and adding that he is not finished 
shifting men yet. 

In his statement justifying the many 
shifts, Plunkett revealed that his 
hesitance in taking action on most of 
the cases long before accounts for their 
piling up at this time. Not a few of the 
men let out by RKO in recent months, 
Plunkett explained, were given a com- 
paratively long time to make good. In- 
stead of making devastating changes as 
soon as he stepped into his job more 
than two years ago, Plunkett gave most 


of the older men an opportunity to ad- 
just themselves to new conditions and 
policies of the Radio-fostered circuit. 
Quite a few have made good, but, on 
the other hand, many had become too 
far intrenched in the methods of the 
Albee and Orpheum regimes found the 
going too hard. Several resigned on their 
own accord, it has been learned. 


In Plunkett’s theater division but two 
men in high jobs are holdovers from 
other administrations.

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Having been re- 
instated in the good graces of RKO and 
cleared of charges of using banned dirt 
after being canceled out of the Albee, 
Cincinnati, February 2, Ann Suter will 
pick up her time on the Bill Howard 
intact route this Saturday (February 28) 
in Youngstown. She has been given a 
new contract calling for 10 weeks, this 
including an adjustment of the work 
she lost due to the Cincinnati mess. It 
has been agreed by Miss Suter and RKO 
that an additional two weeks of time 
will reimburse her for expenses and in- 
convenience caused by the summary can- 
cellation. 

Last week, while the details of adjust- 
ment with RKO were being worked out 
by her attorney, Leon L. Epstein, Miss 
Suter worked the first half for Fox at 
the Audubon, and the last half for Loew 
at the Pitkin, Brooklyn. An interesting 
angle on the Audubon date came up 
when Miss Suter was asked to do her 
Minnie Ha Ha number, the one that 
caused the Cincinnati cancellation. At 
Epstein’s bidding, Harry W. Crull, man- 
ager of the Audubon, was made to put 
his request in writing. 

From now on, besides serving as her 
attorney, Epstein will also be Miss 
Suter’s personal representative. Frank 
Donnelly, of the H. Bart McHugh office, 
has becn dropped as her agent. In order 
to avoid a controversy, however»he will 
continue to receive commissions for the 
remainder Of Miss Suter’s contracted 
RKO Time. 

According to Epstein, Miss Suter blames 
Dennelly to a large extent for her “dirt” 
difficulties with RKO. She informed the 
RKO office at the Cincinnati “dirt” hear- 
ing that Donnelly had not notified her 
of material deletions ordered by the 
office as was his duty as her agent. 

In the new agreement with RKO Miss 
Suter promises not to use material or- 
dered cut by the circuit’s Department 
of Review, a Charles J. Freeman bureau, 
headed by Chester M. Stratton.

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Exhibitors Wage Fight 
On Chaplin’s Percentage 


Fifty per cent considered entirely out of the question and 


suicidal—exhibitor bodies 


prepare for concerted move 


in refusing proposition—Chaplin’s plan gains 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—The percentage proposition of Charlie 
Chaplin’s latest picture, “City Lights”, is causing serious thought to 


exhibitors all over the country. 


In many instances exhibitor bodies 


are banding together to refuse to pay the 50 per cent that Chaplin 


is demanding for the film. The 
they acknowledge that the pic- 
ture is a knockout, has been re- 
inforced by the recent fliv to the 
exhibitor of Harold Lloyd’s “Feet 
First” on a percentage basis. In 
most instances this was a severe 
loss to exhibitors, with only a few 
of them breaking even. 

Among the exhibitor bodies opposing 
the 50 per cent proposition will be found 
the MPTO of Eastern Pennsylvania, 
Southern New Jersey and Delaware. This 
organization saw many of exhibitors lose 
on the Lloyd percentage split, and it is 
understood will refuse as a body to book 
the Chaplin film on the present per- 
centage basis of 50 per cent. 

That Chaplin intends to hold out for 
such a proposition is borne out by the 
manner in which the film has been re- 
ceived here at the George M. Cohan 
Theater and in Los Angeles. Before 
showing the film Chaplin was a little 
uncertain regarding the outcome of the 
non-dialog production. But now with 
the Cohan Theater averaging about $9,000 
a day, with the price scale set at $1 for 
lower floor and mezzanine and 50 cents 
for balcony, the 50 per cent demand has 
been strengthened. During its first week’s 
run, with an $11 top for opening night, 
with few seats being sold, most of them 
going out gratis, the first week’s business 
amounted to more than $66,000. 

The exhibitor feels the 50 per cent 
demand is far too excessive for him to 
accept the proposition, and it is purely 
suicide to even play such a drawing card 
as Chaplin at that figure. 


Publix Unit Show 
Draw in Rochester 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Feb. 23. — Eyed 
for six weeks by Publix because of its 
successful combo flesh and film shows, 
Loew’s Rochester, biggest house in the 
city, took a turn at squinting last week 
when the Publix Eastman brought 
George K. Arthur and Karl Dane as 
leads in its first unit show here in more 
than a year.

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 21—Suit to re- 
cover $3,570,411 damages was filed in 
Federal Court this week by the Capitol 
Operating Company and the Sun Amuse- 
inent Company against the Film Board 
cf Trade and 10 motion picture dis- 
tributing concerns. Defendants named 
include Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, First 
National, Universal Film Exchanges, F.

Hardly 
had the announcement of their resigna- 
tions been recorded than numerous film 
organizations began dickering for their 
services. 

The result is that Messrs. Derr and 
Sullivan were signed by Howard Hughes. 
The producer of Hell’s Angels has sev- 
eral big things planned for the coming 
season, including The Front Page, and 
feels that these two executives can be of 
vast aid to his production activities. In 
the old days Pathe had been able to 
turn out only mediocre program pic- 
tures, but under the leadership of Derr 
some excellent pictures were delivered, 
including Holiday, one of the year’s 10 
best, proving that Derr had made a 
study of the talking film, its new tech- 
nique and was in position to put his 
ideas concerning production into action. 

Only internal differences that started 
before RKO purchased Pathe could have 
brought about the resignation of Derr 
and Sullivan and no doubt before many 
months have elapsed the Pathe organi- 
zation under the RKO head will realize 
just how much of a factor Derr was to 
the production of Pathe’s successful 
talking films. 

In addition to building up the pro- 
duction end of Pathe Derr seems to 
have had an uncanny perspicacity con- 
cerning the development of material for 
certain starred or featured players. This 
is easily evidenced in Holiday, for Ann 
Harding; Her Man, for Helen Twelve- 
trees, and Sin Takes a Holiday, for Con- 
stance Bennett. It is not alone the ma- 
terial that counts, but seeing that that 
material is assigned to the proper play- 
er and the story developed to fit the 
player’s personality. All of these co-or- 
dinate to the success of the talking film.

Derr bring to the later Pathe produc- 
tions. :

Lena M. Vincent, owner of more than 
1,000 shares, is the plaintiff in the action 
filed by Kreeger.

Action claims 
that the Pathe assets are more likely 
valued at $25,000,000 than at $5,000,000, 
for which figure they were transferred 
to RKO, and that the $5,000,000 will 
hardly cover funded indebtedness.

Canada Shows Interest 
In English Productions 


TORONTO, Feb. 23.—Interest in Brit- 
ish films is today much more intense 
and widespread than it was even a 
month ago. British films are occupying 
the attention of the public, the film fan, 
the theater and even the American pro- 
ducer. Never before were tiere so many 
British films on the market and they 
are all of superior quality. There are 
more theaters willing to show them and 
more audiences willing to see them. 

British syndicate chain. seems to have 
found itself in a newspaper tangle and 
the name of N. L. Nathanson was men- 
tioned as an interested party in the 
plan. Nathanson, who is now wintering 
in Plorida, personally denied that he had 
anything to do with it. He is interested 
in British films and is getting them into 
Canada, but not, at this juncture in 
creating a chain of Canadian theaters 
for this purpose. Incidentally, Nathan- 
son and his brother, Henry L., of Regal 
Films, are in very close touch with 
British Internationa] Pictures and Regal 
Films has just signed a contract with 
the Elstree producers to handle more of 
its works in Canada and to take nearly 
all the important pictures produced dur- 


» ing 1931. British International had been 


also mentioned in the reports. There 
are two prominent channels for the re- 
lease of British celluloid in this vi- 
cinity—the other being Gaumont-Brit- 
ish, also mentioned as being interested. 
More accurately, the situation as far as 
the Gaumont organization is concerned, 
is that it might be interested in anv 
chain of the sort developed here but 
according to reports, it would be ne-ces- 


sary for any Canadian sponsors of such 
a move to have first financed them- 
selves to a considerable extent and al- 
ready attained a satisfactory nucleus of 
theaters before the British interests 
would seriously consider buying inte a 
plan. 

It is understood that the plan has 
been. partially financed, but that ar- 
rangements have not yet reached a point 
where Gaumont might decide to do any- 
thing. Sponsors have not any direct com- 
mission to act for Gaumont, it is said. 
At the same time an announcement 
comes from Windsor City, near here, of a 
proposition to erect studios and short 
films for Canadian consumptior. This 
plan, in film circles, has vague aspects, 
but Gaumont-British is again men- 
tioned. Actual operations of such a 
plan, it is considered, depends on Cana- 
dian interests financing and completing 
the studio. When he was here recently, 
Oscar Hanson mentioned the possibili- 
ty of Tiffany-Stahl making several films 
in Canada this year. Tiffany-Stahl are 
closely linked with Gaumont-British in 
America. In connection with the Wind- 
sor plans another firm, Sono-Art, is men- 
tioned, which leads to a distributing 
firm known as World Wide, with offices 
in Toronto. It deals in non-Hollywood 
films chiefly and formerly included are 
some English pictures on its lists. Film 
circles generally view these reports as 
general indications of increased atten- 
tion to British films. They show the 
way the breezes are blowing and point 
to the fact that something definite is 
likely to occur before long. 


of the screen advertising proposi- 
tion and are preparing to give 
battle if the proposition hits their 
advertising space and from the 
manner they are keeping their 
eyes peeled to the situation it 
looks very much as if its effect has 
already been felt. 

The battle of the newspapers and the 
producers is a matter between them, 
but the advertising on the screen is one 
of vast importance to the exhibitor. So 
far the public has accepted advertising 
films gracefully, accepting them more as 
a novelty than anything else. And so 
far their production has been in a 
novel manner. But the film producer 
has been known to ride a free horse to 
death, and while this is not exactly a 
free horse, it offers opportunity for vast 
overdoing. Public will eventually resent 
advertising on the screen. It must be 
cleverly presented or it will take on the 
form of an evil that will be difficult to 
cope with. 

Newspaper fight on advertising on the 
screen has an exhibitor angle, for it is 
understood that should this advertising 
cut into the newspaper space that the 
newspapers will combine in advocating 
a reduction of admission prices in thea- 
ters showing advertising films. A form 
of retaliation that will require a whole 
lot of hard fight. 

This is purely on commercial films. 
But the exhibitor has another angle to 
consider and that is the advertising on 
the screen in feature productions. This 
is attempted in a subtle manner, but so 
evident that even the most infantile- 
minded can discover the desired result. 
The exhibitor owns his screen.and feels 
that any advertising of product rushed 
into a feature production is taking an 
advantage of the theater owners and its 
clientele that his contract does not per- 
mit. 

Since the Allied States meeting in 
Chicago two weeks ago this advertising 
trouble has been more generally aired 
and exhibitors who were uncertain re- 
garding their status in advertising in 
features now realize that they have ex- 
cellent ground on which to fight an evil 
that has been growing since talking 
films got well under way.

American-produced screen adaptation 
of Remarque’s novel, All Quiet on the 
Western Front, adjudged and acknowl- 
edged by most to be the best film of 
the 1930 season, but banned in Germany, 
has tts sequel in the German-produced 
Comrades of 1918. 

After viewing Comrades of 1918, from 
Ernest’ Johannsen’s novel, The Four 
From the Infantry, it is easy to under- 
stand why Al! Quiet was banned from 
Germany, not Only for trade purposes in 
the Fatherland, but because the con- 
temporaneously produced film has been 
acclaimed: by German authorities and 
critics as their greatest effort on the 
Screen, and just as with the American 
film, has been labeled as one of the 
greatest screen peace messages. Com- 
parisons and analogies are quite natural 
in a review of this film, tho obviously 
each film was inspired by different mo- 
tives and treated with different stand- 
ards of philosophy. 

German film is an agll-dialog produc- 
tion in the German tongue and neces- 
sarily not understandable by one un- 
acquainted with the language, and for 
that reason destined to have as little 
distribution in this country as the Eng- 
lish-dialoged American film had in Ger- 
many. Both films have used the ghast-

Booth Tarkington knows his American 
youth, and in this one based on his story 
Old Fathers and Young Sons that in- 
nate sense Of unconsciously prying into 
the minds of adolescents again takes a 
pre-eminent place, as it has always done 
in the works of this author.

To Curb Stage Censorship 


All elements agree on plan—no sense a form of censor- 
ship — Senator Mastick also approves — subcommittee 
appointed to work out details 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Board of the Theater planned by the 
Committee of 10 to forestall stage censorship became practically a 
certainty this week. Dr. Henry Moskowitz, chairman of the com- 
mittee and head of League of New York Theaters, announced that 
Equity, which had been in favor of a play jury, and the managers and 


authors, who opposed any change 
whatsoever, favor the new board. 

Plan, as unanimously approved by the 
Committee of 10, is in no sense a form 
of censorship. Board will act on its 
own initiative in an advisory capacity 
and turn to the police only as a last 
resort. 

Board would consist of representatives 
of the actors, authors, managers, produc- 
ers and the general public. When com- 
plaints are received the board will in- 
vestigate the charges and then advise 
the authors and producers whenever 
changes are necessary. If the advice is 
unheeded the board will then turn over 
its findings to the proper authorities 

Plan was drawn up a week ago, but 
was not made public until Dr. Moskowitz 
had conferred with State Senator Mastick 
in Albany Senator Mastick, according 
to Dr. Moskowitz, was favorably im- 
pressed by the plan as outlined to him 
and indicated that it would possibly 
have his approval. Senator Mastick’s 
stage censorship bill is now in committee 
and it is not within the Senator’s power 
to withdraw it. 

Dr. Moskowitz strongly pointed out the 
fact that the new plan was not a form 
of stage censorship and that the theater 
was unchanged in its attitude toward 
censorship. He did say, however, that 
this move is the first united action on 
the part of the theater to exercise its 
respcnsibility toward the public. Dr. 
Moskowitz added that with such a united 
front he was sure the power of the board 
would be considerable. 

A subcommittee of six has been ap- 
pointed to work out the details of the 
plan. This committee consists of Elmer 
Rice and John Emerson, representing the 
playwrights; Frank Gillmore and Kath- 
erine Emmett, the actors, and Lawrence 
Langner and Winthrop Ames, the man- 
agers.

Actors’ Fund 


Relief Work 


Shows 50% Increase in Year 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Bad conditions 
among showfolk and effects of hard 
times are ‘illustrated by records of the 
Actors’ Fund of America. Fund dis- 
penses charity to old, ill and destitute 
actors, but only those of legitimate, 
others having organizations of their own. 


An official of the Fund stated that 
it was pressed as never before during 
past year—during last 18 months, in 


fact There has been a huge increase in 
applications for aid, approximately 50 
per cent above last year, and more than 
that over normal. Fund doing all that 
it can, but hard pressed under ex- 


treme conditions. Fifty-four thousand 
dollars deficit at beginning of year. 
Naturally, mumber of applicants in- 


cludes many professional “bums” cash- 
ing in on financial panic to avoid work. 


But all cases before Fund are thoroly 
investigated, and state of Fund finances 
reflects aid only in cases found to be 
simon pure. 

Even this does not show whole of the 
destitution, for Fund is forced to stick 
to its policy of helping only those en- 
tirely unable to help themselves, and 
actors temporarily out of work must be 
Side-tracked for the aged. 

Besides regular Fund relief, a lot -of 


special relief has been placed in its 
hands, special emergency funds and 
such. For instance, the I. Miller fund, 


which was handled by Fund for Equity, 
and could be dispensed only to Equity 
members. It melted quicker than a sob 
sister's heart. 

And plenty more cases to be taken 
care of.

OHN ANDERSON, skipper of the 

critical column of The New York: 

Evening Journal, recently attacked 
the press agent practice of putting the 
most glowing remarks of the critics in 
their ads. The public, he said, was led 
by the array of adjectives to expect far 
more than any play could possibly give 
them, and when they wandered into the 
theater were naturally disappointed. For 
no play could possibly live up to a 
press agent's critical adjectives. Or the 
adjectives that—if he’s a good hand at 
culling—he manages to cull from the 
reviews. 

Anderson, needless to say, was flooded 
with hosannas from long-suffering 
customers, customers who had often 
read quotes describing a play as the 
colossus of entertainment and gone to 
find it one of Singer's midgets. But 
Anderson's argument wasn't the only 
one possible against the practice of 
quoting the most flowery critical blurbs 

For one thing, the zealous p. a. often 
manages to cut so much out of the 
critic’s quote that he ends by having 
that gentleman say in the ads the exact 
opposite of what he thought he was 
saying in the review. For instance, it’s 
not unusual for the word slinger of no- 
hit, no-run turkeys to take: “Pink 
Moonlight is a swell play for those who 
want to sleep for an evening,” and turn 
it for his ads into: “Pink Moonlight is 
a swell play... .” 

Then there is the fact that the cus- 
tomers, being only human, may experi- 
ence a bit of gagging when the adjec- 
tives are all piled up. Too much praise, 
queerly enough, often manages to repel 
and too much praise is putting the 
usual] press agent stunt mildly. 

And then there is the fact that canny 
playgoers, seeing the slightly delirious 
raves, may think that the play has to 
depend on that sort of advertising to 
get across. There’s always the feeling 
that a big ad is caused only by bum 
business. In the days before your pres- 
ent scribe descended into the drama 
dens, when he knew nothing about the 
theater except that a casting office 
always boasted a couch, he consistently 
and sedulously stayed away from any 
show that, with any sort of frequency, 
ran critical raves in its advertising. 
And, since he was certainly no cannier 
than anybody else, the natural conclu- 
sion is that plenty of other people 
stayed away, too. 

In other words, the marshalling of the 
critics’ best adjectives can often work 
as much harm as good. And it certainly 
never reduces a sort of trilliumlike odor 
that seems bound to hang over all theat- 
rical advertising. Some day some smart 
press agent is going to gather together 
all of the bum notices his show drew, 
and he’s going to publish them. And 
that show, right here and now, is as- 
sured of at least one paying customer.

Committee suggests amend- 
ments— doubtful if any 
action until next session 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Senate 
Patents Committee Wednesday 
ordered a favorable report on 
Vestal Copyright Bill, but with 
strings attached. Various amend- 
ments added by committee to 
original bill, which passed House, 
said amendments taking most of 


punch out of measure. 

Bill, in its essentials, provided for 
automatic copyright of all printed mat- 
ter. Amendments, among other things, 
provide that no damages can be collected 
unless copyright owner has put his stuff 
thru regular registration process, and 
that quotes may be given of regularly 
copyrighted material over radio and in 
book reviews and newspapers, providing 
medit is given and reproduction is not 
specifically prohibited. ' 

Amendments thus take chief meat out 
of bill, and fight is expected. Not only 
will House object, but the authors, to 
whom amendments are definitely un- 
satisfactory. It is a question whether an 
agreement between House and Senate will 
come in time to have any effect during 
present session of Congress. Little time 
left in which to pass it. 

In other words, it looks as tho present 
sessions would fail to ease grievances of 
authors, and that they will have to wait 
at least until next session for any action 
to be taken.

Poor Otto Kruger! He’s been wasting 
his talent on inferior plays for so long 
now that whenever he’s announced for 
a new one it’s an almost sure sign of 
the arrival of another wildly flopping 
turkey. The Great Barrington, presented 
by Oliver D. Bailey at the Avon, is no 
exception. 


The Mr. Russell who wrote the play 
had a good idea—an excellent idea—in 
dramatic construction, but he managed 
to drape it in such an old, outworn and 
badly handled plot that the whole thing 
went for nothing except to give Kruger 
another play to add to the rapidly ac- 
cumulating list that he’s gathered in the 
last two years. Russell's idea was this: 
To tell simultaneously of happenings 
300 years apart, and so give the audience 
a double measure of suspense. Carrying 
it out, modern characters rapidly alter- 
nated on the same set with folk of 1630, 
and the archeological discoveries of the 


moderns in their old ancestral house 
were shown to the audience their 
original state just before the discoveries 
were made The tales of the 13th Pres 


cott Barrington and the first Prescott 
were told side by side, and it was an 
ingenious method, full of possibilities. 

But the possibilities were never used. 
Russell grafted on his idea the startling 
concept that greatly revered ancestors 
May have been no better than they 
should have—and perhaps a great deal 
worse—and showed what a rake and 
scoundrel was the first Prescott whose 


memory and honor were the sole obses- 
Sion of Prescott the 13th. Barrington 
the first was shown in his amorous and 
rascally interludes, while his remote de- 
scendant forbade the daughter of the 
house to wed &® man named Jones be- 
cause the man named Jones had no an- 
cestors to speak of. But the true char- 
acter of Prescott I came to light, and the 
play ended on the usual curtain clinch. 


And then to cap the climax there was 
an Indian ewho would have been dis- 
placed from the sidewalk in front of any 
self-respecting 1890 cigar store. And, 
with a physical hankering for a comely 
Dutch serving wench, he Was made to 
say; “Ogu want Phoebe” s0 many times 

it was at least 30—-that toward the end 


this reviewer expected the audience to 
chant it with him in unison. Except 
for the fact that by that time they 


must have wanted Phoebe far less than 
they wanted the end of the play. 
Cast struggled manfully with the stuff 


they were handed. Kruger. as always, 
was fine Suzanne Caubaye's winning

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Publix Contracts Breakable; 


Loew Binders 


Heartbreakers 


Both chains have every edge with artists getting none 
—Paramount may cancel on two-week notice, but actor 
may not—only first certain with Loew 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Contracts given performers for the 
Loew and Publix presentation routes are heartbreakers due to the 
cancellation and option clauses both circuits impose, which give the 


chains every edge and the artists none. 


Publix contract is even 


stiffer than Loew’s, but not as ruinous to a reputation. 


According to the Publix contract, the 


circuit retains the right to cancel an 
artist at any time during the course of 
the route with a two weeks’ notice. There 
is nothing in any part of the binder 
giving the performer the right to give the 
circuit notice of cancellation. 

Loew’s contract gives the performer 
just one week, with an option for the 
other 11. With most of the Loew units 


opening at the Capitol, on Bro#dway, per- 
formers consider a cancellation or 
dropping after that date a reputation 
buster. Once by that one week, however, 
and the option taken up, a performer 
is certain of the rest of the time. 

Closest to a legitimate play-or-pay 
presentation contract is given by Fan- 
chon & Marco. Its contract calls for 12 
weeks, with an option for the rest of the 
39 F. & M. weeks 

When given a vaudeville route by RKO, 
an artist holds a binder on the circuit 
to be paid or played for the full amount 
of time laid out originally. Options are 
given, but never for the intact time and 
rarely to anything but a new act; us- 
ually unseen importations. 

Publix contract has caused many 2 
performer grief, at least those who 
haven't been wised up to the fact that 
the binder is not exactly legal. Circuit 
itself has also gotten into deep water 
over the binder, but still retains the two 
weeks and anytime cancellation clause, 
figuring that most artists are ignorant 
of legal matters and will not chance 
a break. 

In at least one instance, an act has 
canceled its Publix contract with a two 
weeks’ notice despite the obvious lack 
of a clause giving them the right. Act 
consulted its attorney, who stated that 
Pvblix would not have a leg to stand on 
if it took the matter to court. 

Publix in that instance threatened to 
sue the act, which went into a current 
musical hit, but hasn’t as yet. It is said 
that the Publix legal minds realize that 
whatever right t retains in its 
contract on the cancellation clause must 
also be given the artist and that the 
artist can take that right, regardless

Style Bureau’s Workings 


Revealed Thru Inspection 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—RKO's style 
counselor, Mrs. Beatrice D. Mindlin, has 
brought results in the four months she 
has been looking after the physical ap- 
pearance of acts, a Billboard inspection 
shows. More than 80 acts have been 
rebuilt in some form and the agitation 
for closer attention to costumes, props, 
sets and lighting effects has brought 
about actual reforms. 

To check up on the working of the 
style counselor idea, a Billboard reporter 
caught the Jean and Hazel Kennedy act 
before and after Mrs. Mindlin had ad- 
vised changes in costumes and settings. 
At the Chester, Bronx. the girls were 
caught before the changes had been 
made. 

The Kennedy girls worked before a 
dull silver drop decorated with green 
leaves. They wore pink fluffy garden 
frocks, with brownish gold jackets, and 
made a change to green leotards and 
collar, with yellow jackets and green 
and yellow caps. When caught at the 
Madison, Brooklyn, after the suggested 
changes had been made, the act showed 
a vast improvement. Girls worked be- 
fore a drop that fitted in with the mood 
of the act. Impressionistic symbolizing 


song and dance—a pair of dancing feet, 
music notes and laughing faces against 
a yellow background. Green and white 
drapes were the side legs. Girls came 
out in white garden frocks with a 
sprinkling of flower designs on one side. 
White frocks were much more vivid 
than the pink ones worn at the Chester. 

Another change for the better was the 
snappy red end white sports outfits the 
team wore. Red and white is a better 
combination than yellow and green. In- 
stead of the large collars of the old 
costumes which almost hid their faces, 
the new costumes left the heads free. 
White shorts looked sportier and gave as 
much freedom for acrobatics as did the 
leotards. On the whole, both of the new 
costumes were snappier, flashier and 
more in keeping with the youth of the 
girls. 

The lighting effects were better in the 
revised act, and these, coupled with the 
modernistic set and springtime costumes 
gave the act excellent appearance. 

Mrs. Mindlin claims an unbiased and 
detached view on acts. Knowing little 
about standard acts and headliners, she 
looks at each act with no deference or

T IS sad when an organization has 

not the instruments with which to 

cope with a certain situation; sadder 
when it has these but fails to put them 
to good use. Wherever the big circuits 
are in opposition there operates, in one 
form or another, a check-up system. In 
some heavy opposition spots, downtown 
Brooklyn, for example, the checkup is 
intensive to a superlative degree. Houses 
are clocked by the hour and comparisons 
are made between shows to determine, 
if possible, the source of the draw. And 
in instances where a house is falling 
definitely below the line the check-up 
system succeeds in locating the source 
of the failure to draw. All very well— 
as far as it goes. But in the downtown 
section of Brooklyn, as well as about 
100 other spots in the country, it does 
not go far enough. 

> 


. . 

The trouble appears to lie with the 
unwieldiness of home-office organiza- 
tions. A cumbersome alignment of re- 
sponsibility and detail which makes it 
impossible unless an outstanding inci- 
dent occurs to take advantage of infor- 
mation gleaned from the check-up 
systems. The circuits spend a total of 
thousands a year on this check-up busi- 
ness and, to all intents and purposes, 
make no better use of it than to get 
ammunition to base a calling down on 
when one of their managers fails to put 
a dent in his opposition when he has 
the tactical advantage. Certain “name” 
acts are making good for certain cir- 
cuits, and the check-up schemes should 
ordinarily serve to acquaint the other 
circuits of this. But they don’t, and 
the lack of attention given opposition 
reports by those empowered to act can 
be blamed for this. 

. . . 

An attraction that does business for 
one circuit should ordinarily repeat for 
another. With the country decentral- 
ized. as it is, very few “names” are made 
of such stuff that they go like a house 
afire in Boston and die a miserable 
death in Baltimore. Those that are sec- 
tional draws are too well known by 
smart booking men to chance their 
classification in. the general group. The 
circuits are bound by custom and not 
a little common sense to cdntinue fos- 
tering their opposition check-up systems. 
If the expense cannot be eliminated it 
is about time the smart people running 
the circuits looked into this matter and 
reaped some benefits from the potential 
resources they have in the institution. 
There is no reason why an act that 
broke house records for Fox should be 
asked to play at a showing salary for 
RKO, and vice versa. If this is what 
remains from the picaynne tactics of 
the old days, the sooner it is eliminated 
the better for all concerned.

Beatrice Lillie is a logical holdover and by a wide margin as big a hit as last 
week. Talk, however, of RKO making a vain attempt to dig up a big “name” to 
replace her, with reasons for this obscured. Noble Sissle scores again in his act 
with the Berry Brothers as the second holdover. Bob Hope makes a neat debut 
as a Palace wisecracker, but the high-scoring laugh man of the show is Charles 
Kemper, one of the subordinates in Harry Delmar’s poorly spotted extravaganza. 
Material is here for a strong Palace show, but it needs plenty of rearranging and 
about 25 minutes of cutting. Harry Hershfield, creator of the “Abie” cartoon 
strip, gets his first crack at the other side of the footlights at this show. Might 
be classified as a freak booking, but supplies punch entertainment withal. 

BUCK WARREN AND CHIC COOPER and a second unbilled male gave a 
great unt of themselves in the premiere frame. They do an atmospheric 
whipcracking, lariat-spinning and shooting act, and the dainty Miss Cooper 
pitches in with tolerable warbling. Roping and whip tricks here that are in a 
class by themselves. Insistent applause justified the apron encore. 

WHITEY AND ED FORD put over their very familiar routine, hitting just the 
right spot all around. Ford paces his smart terrier with,showmanly nonchalance. 
There are very few dull moments, but intervals of the dog's stunting that are un- 
forgettable.

NOBLE SISSLE is moved up from closing to the trey frame on his second 
week.

BOB HOPE has been one of RKO’s young hopefuls for more than a year, but 
this is his first setting in the 47th street showcase. He has youth, ability and 
natural cleverness. He went over big despite his material, which bears the Al 
Boasberg hallmark. Hope has a little bit of Ted Healy, and a lot of Ken Murray, 
but not enough of these to lose his identity. Assisting him in the cycle of box. 
planting, clowning and stoogerei are two capable girls and three boys. Of the 
latter, one croons appealingly. 

BEATRICE LILLIE stepped right into character for her second spasm, doing 
a hilariously shoddy waitress bit, with the cockney slapped on heavy. In this 
scene she gets the satisfying support of Charles Howard, William Stephens and 
Sybil Davidson. Back into her piano act, with Sam Walsh at the grand, Miss 
Lillie dug up several of her old favorites. A show-stop was hers for the asking, and 
Beattie wasn't bashful. 

VIVIENNE SEGAL was separated from Miss Lillie by a newsreelless inter- 
mission. The radiantly blond warbling star scored on entrance, helped by a 
tasteful gown. She has Dave Stamper as accompanist, and special songs written 
by Stamper, Miller and Lehr. Miss Segal was in fine voice and a sock every foot 
of the way. Her pithy curtain speech was an unscheduled addition to her laurels. 
And, while we think of it, a line in Miss Segal’s stock of lyrics marked the second 
time Walter Winchell was mentioned at this show. Fate is building Walter up for 
another record week here. 

HARRY HERSHFIELD apparently used his Loew dates as a break-in for the 
Palace. He displayed far greater ease than any newspaperman “name” corralled 
for odd dates thus far. Drew a heroic-sized Abie as an introducer, and then 
into gagging with machine-gun tempo. They steal unmercifully from Harry, and 
Harry probabiy helps himself to the best of the nifties, too. Which made not a 
few of his cracks very familiar, but those that were not got belly«quaking laughs. 
The best gag of all was due for a cut after this show. Already established as a 
hit, Harry attracted a still bigger sock into his frame by calling up the always 
obliging Bill Robinson for a swell dance. Robinson and Hall on the same Palace 
show, and not billed or on the salary list. 

HARRY DELMAR ran into tough luck by being spotted for his type of act as 
closer.

An extremely well-balanced unit bill 
that needed less care on the production 
angle than most of the others preceding 
it on the long RKO route. It could have 
been padded, however, to stretch its short 
52 minutes of running time. Containing 
plenty of comedy, dancing, singing and 
acrobatics, it is the type of show that 
will please in every locality it plays, altho

Sidney Page deuced with two girls in 
his assist as stooges. They later, after a 
period of clowning, discard the crazy get- 
ups and makeups for straight and good 
tap and acrobatic dancing. Page would 
not be so funny without the girls, and 
that is proved by the fact that his big- 
gest laughs here came from bringing in 
the names of local men. He had evi- 
dently studied the show windows in the 
neighborhood or was tipped off by the 
stage crew. 

Aunt Jemima, who takes second billing 
in this show, sang a few numbers straight 
before breaking into her dance for the 
first bowoff. Her set encore fs in her old 
Aunt Jemima costume, but without black. 
face, for I Ain’t Got Nobody. She rang 
up a neat show-stop despite a huskiness 
of voice brought on by a cold. 

Joe and Pete Michon, toplining, close.

Fielder, Harriet and Hamilton follow.

Maley and Summers, a wop comic and 
a sax-playing straight, next to close.

Dora Maughan closed the show 
strongly in her cycle of specials by 
Blanche Merrill. She uses a nifty and 
sure-fire style in wielding the material.

Chappelle and Carlton were a big ap- 
plause opening for this show with their 
hand-to-foot endurance work. Male is 
the understander and on the floor thru- 
out in the difficult stunts, his biggest 
punch coming in the closing stair climb 
while balancing the girl by her feet. 

Roy Gordon deuced with a comedy 
and singing act that would be much 
better without the warbling. Girl audi- 
ence plant delivers the latter, and none 
too strongly. A fat cop also comes out 
of the audience for the comedy, trumpet 
playing and high kicking. Trio tries very 
hard with some mighty weak material. 


The Stanley Twins suffered from poor 
singing by the Erhardt Brothers in their 
otherwise good opening. All dancing 
after that and it counted in a well- 
mounted setting. Girls do high kicking 
and acrobatics, while the boys tap. 

Sam Hearn held them with his mono- 
log and straight and hoke violin playing.

Joseph E. Howard and Company 
stopped the show in the next-to-closing 
thru the standard bearer’s delivery of 
some of his old song hits and Old Man 
River as a set encore on the apron.

Belle Baker playing opposition to RKO. 
If you're a cynic you'll say, “That’s show 
business in 1931.” Belle Baker playing 
Opposition to Harry Hershfield, the 
gagging cartoonist, and Rian James, lo- 
cal newspaper satellite. It’s Belle Baker 
here, and lest we forget a non-drawing 
picture, Seas Beneath, and a Fanchen & 
Marco Idea. They call the latter the 
New Yorker Idea, and it is imprinted 
with the name of LeRoy Prinz. Neither 
Prinz nor any of the other staging wiz- 
ards could make very much of this. It 
has talent of a sort, but not the kind 
of talent that will make them talk. But 
there’s Belle Baker. 


Jacques Roth is the helmsman in the 


pit. A nice-looking boy and a good 
leader.’ But this house needs the old 
vaudeville policy back again. Ideas will 


not carry it. And sooner or later Fox 


will get wise to this. 

The New Yorker Idea has about 25 
pretty damsels, a few clever boys and 
some modernistic drops and whatnots. 
There’s also that Prinz touch in dancing 
ensembles. Lighting effects that are 
good, pretty bad and just about so-so. 
And the most damaging of all, a train 
effect Sy the 20-girl line that is very 
crude in costuming, sound effects and 
even in lighting. It drags the unit down 
as far as a unit can go. On the other 
hand, a daisy scene is one of the prettiest 
this reviewer has caught in the few Ideas 
loose around here from time to time. 


The leading funmakers in the unit 
are Bobby Callahan and Warren Jackson, 
If we got him right, Bobby is the lad 
who wears a flapper outfit and walks 
up from the audience after Jackson’s 
announcement of a super-girl contest. 
Some funny moments despite the hoary 
gags. Jackson, who looks more the house 
manager than an Idea feature, is not on 
his toes all the time in feeding. Between 
two ensembles both boys and a girl do 
blackouts. The performances are pass- 
able; the blackouts terrible and 
cld besides. Marjorie Burke does some 
dencing in front of the line, and Whitey 
Roberts we described as the youth who 
does 2 waltz clog while skipping the 
rope. But a specialty at best. There's 
where the failing of Ideas lies; special- 
ties and specialties, some of them 
corkers, but rarely anything to be 
classed better than a specialty. 


Belle Baker came on after a diluted 
plug from Jackson. She did 28 swell 
minutes. At least seven of the minutes 
were on insistent demand. Here’s one 
of the smartest showmen in vaudeville. 
The women singles in her class can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. And 
that takes in the world. She's playing 
opposition to RKO. 

Belle got them in the Baker humor 
with Here Comes the Sun. What a sock 
in that song when she sings it! Then 
some self-kidding with Atlas Is Itless 
Now, a Palace favorite. Next she did 
Let Them Take Everything But You, 
from her talkie. This stopped the works 
cold. They applauded long and loud 
until she did her wop Lindy special. An- 
other unmilked show-stop and Driving 


Me Crazy. She took time out for some 
gags and kidding with the leader. Put 
it over so well that one forgot for the 
few moments that Baker is a sock 
warbler, not an m. Cc. 

Miss Baker didn’t close. They don’t 
do things that way here. Before the 


house was darkened for the last showing 
of the film several more numbers from 
the Idea were put on. They shouldn't 
have been. From Belle Baker se- 
quences of this Idea is bathos. Few 
things are worse for a theater

Detroit Police Censor 
Determined To Clean Up 


DETROIT, Feb. 21.—Determination of 
Lester Potter, Detroit police censor, to 
clean up local burlesque shows is rein- 
forced by the confirmation this week of 
a conviction of four girls at the Broad- 
way Strand Theater for alleged obscene 
dancing and strip numbers.

Levitt 
stated to a Billboard representative that 
he asked the cast to quit this Tuesday 
after the matinee when salaries for the 
week previous were not forthcoming by 
then. Levy declared he is “waiting for 
the checks.” Also that he is preparing 
a suit against Weiss & Steinberg, from 
whom he alleges he got a 17-year lease 
on the house. The Weiss & Steinberg 
outfit, according to Levy, was served with 
a dispossess, thus cutting short the stock 
venture. Levy added that he means to 
pay the performers, but that matter of 
“getting the checks” is holding him up. 

Among the Odeon principals are Hattie 
Beale, Edna Robey, Harry Delmont, Fred- 
die Walker, Ada De Lisle, Lew Harris and 
Sid Rogers. 

Reports are making the rounds that 
the America, in the Bronx, will also fold 
soon.

Stock Review 


America, Bronx 


Old Miner’s, with the doubtful ad- 
vantage of a new monicker, is back in 
burly via the stock route. Unless I. 
Gainsboro and Henry Suchman, the 
operators, do a lot of sprucing up heap 
quick the new policy is doomed to an 
early finale. Lew Talbot is producing 
here and steps in the running himself 
for a brief spell as a heavy in a dramatic 
skit referred to by one of the straight 
men in an announcement as _ the 
sublime interval midst the ridiculous. He 
might have been kidding, but he wore 
a straight face. 

The America is running along the lines 
of the Oxford, Brooklyn, so far as per- 
formance policy is concerned. There are 
three shows daily, these alternating 
with four showings of a talkie feature. 
House has no real opposition and 
theoretically draws from all of the Bronx 
and even across the river. Usherettes 
in the aisles for the grind and the front 
is well serviced. On the Tuesday night 
caught less than half of the lower floor 
was occupied. That’s a _ foreboding 
sign by its lonesome, the house being at 
the tail end of its first week in the new 
policy. 

From the most charitable viewpoint, a 
medicore bill. In more places than not 
the show runs like an ill-prepared dress 
rehearsal. There’s weakness in scenes, 
not much to rave about in chorus num- 
bers and a lack of punch in strips that 
serves as a fairly convincing giveaway on 
the strictness of the coppers up here. 
Not a single original scene in the run- 
ning. Old familiars are rather poorly 
adapted. Dialog sequence is shot full of 
holes, this being particularly noticeable 
in the drawn-out Quiet and Peace scene. 
Lad assigned the doctor’s role in the 
familiar vaudeville episode contradicts 
himself in the gab business enough times 
to rile the audience.

Talbot might have had 
difficulties getting the first bill up, prob- 
ably thru an inadequacy of types among 
the principals. But he had a whole 
country to pick from, and that’s some- 
thing. On his side might be stated this 
reviewer’s observation that several prin- 
cipals slated pretty well in advance 
faited to appear at the starting line. 
Last-minute shifts can put a damper on 
any burly layout. 


Comedians here are Harry Morris, do- 
ing a very light Hebe that is adapted to 
a straight for several scenes, and Frank 
Anderson, in a feathery tramp char- 
acter. They fall short of clicking be- 
cause of the lack of contrast. Billy 
Pitzer’s booming pipes carry him thru 4 
straight character assignment pretty 
well. And also among the males are 
Frank Hanscom, who frequently seguis 
into his Koster-Bial hoofing, and Matty 
White. 


Bebe Tobin leads the first number and 
is used frequently in scenes. She’s the 
familiar short-clipped blonde with 4 
tocthy smile and a telling style in strips. 
Then comes Jackie Diamond, tall, comely 
brunet, who is weak on the pipes and 
economical in smiles. Also among the 
lady biggies is Marie Frances, non- 
stripping prima donna. Miss Frances 
is an attractive blonde and the owner of 
swell pipes. Rose Bernard, the peppiest 
of the soubs, is valuable in scenes and 
a resourceful number leader. Billy Nor- 
man, youngish brunet, gets the last 
crack at number leading and in stripping 
has a way about her that wins. But 
like Miss Diamond very sparse in war- 
bling. And that warble biz makes most 
strips the more interesting. 

In the chorus are 20 young and not 
perfectly matched girlies. Maybe the

However, it is not fair to pass judg-

gating the true conditions. They tell us 
that the first Sun show in the Lust 
houses was not properly advertised— 
that is, the paper got in too late. The 
fact that the attraction was not prop- 
erly exploited is enough in itself to 
cause only fair, or even poor business. 
It so happens that the reports on the 
house being not so “hot” came from 
folks cu the first show thru. 


Things could have changed consider- 
ably since then. Patrons cf the Lust 
houses, providing the billing of the at- 
tractions is of the proper kind, should 
now be aware of the fact that the Lust 
theaters are playing stage attractions— 
something they have been waiting for 
for some time. If such is the case, busi- 
ness for the second show in should be 
better than that experienced by the first. 


And we understand that such is the 
case. We are informed that the Henry 
Prather Company, altho not doing a 
sensational business, is enjoying fair 
business, and a heap better than that 
done by the first, which did not get 
the break in advertising.

It must be realized that these Lust 
theaters have been without stage shows 
for some time, and that it will take some 
time to whip them into the proper shape 
and to familiarize the patrons with the 
new policy. Most important thing is to 
give the Lust patrons the proper shows. 
They may be hungry for stage shows, but 
they won't come in to see a foul-ball, 
turkey attraction.

We are praying that the Lust chain of 
theaters do pan out well for the tabloid 
attractions. It would serve to keep 
many folks working, and renew hope in 
tabdom’s comeback.

“There is lots of money in the banks 
out here,” Bruce advises, “but it is strict. 
ly a farming country, and with the prices 
down on grain, they are just spending 
their money for the things they need.” 

In regard to the company’s engage- 
ment at Convention Hall, Hutchinson, 
Bruce says: 

“We opened there Christmas Day with 
an excellent showing of Your Uncle Dud- 
ley, after spending four days and nights 
of hard work to give them as near a big 
city production as possible for the prices 
Wwe were charging 

“People came out fine and congratu- 
lated me on the show, which made me 
feel like it could be made to pay. I was 
giving them 2,000 seats at 25 cents, with 
the arena floor at only 40 cents, and chil- 
dren 10 cents anywhere in the house. 

“Well, business failed to materialize; 
the money shortage being the answer to 
itall. I tried everything, even ladies free, 
but to no avail. I was losing. money 
every week, and decided that if I could 
get the city to grant free use of the hall 
and give all above actual expense, that 
we would get people who were not 
patronizing us otherwise. Whoever in- 
formed you that the city did give us free 
rent was wrong. 

“Unemployed got nothing until after 
my expense and the usual rent came out; 
then all above that was to go to the un- 
employed. But, believe it or not, it was 
the poorest week we had, and we closed 
the darn thing. I gave my people notice 
before that if business did not pick up 
that we would close. 

“It was not on account of the show, as 
We really had a better show than last 
season, but it was just the wrong time, 
that was all.”

NE old-time tent show operator 
writes in to complain of the bills 
which the various tent companies 
have been featuring for the last severa) 
years. This veteran is of the opinion 
that the various managers give all too 
little attention to the selection of their 
plays.

“I am now on the road for a Chicago 
firm,” the oldtimer writes, “and during 
my travels frequently fina time to run 
in on a tent show. In the majority 
of the cases, I find the presentation 
almost an exact duplicate of those pre- 
sented by my show nearly 20 years ago 
The titles of the plays may be changed 
a bit to meet the times, but the plays 
themselves contain the same old story. 
and there is still that same old toby 
comedian featured in most of them. 

. . . 

“When will the present-day managers 
realize that the day of the toby come- 
dian is past? When will the show oper- 
ators find that they must give their 
patrons something new, not only in 
titles, but new in story and theme as 
well? Too many managers give more 
thought on how cheap they can get their 
bills, instead of how good a bill they 
can get. 

* . . 

“If some of these managers will quit 
singing over hard times, and, instead, de- 
vote more time in the selection of their 
plays, they will be doing something to 
their advantage. Let them unloose their 
purse strings and line up a repertoire 
that will appeal to the small-town folks, 
who, thanks to the talking pictures, are 
wised up to what constitutes a good 
play today. 

. . . 

“Stock companies thruout the land 
are presenting live, up-to-date stage of- 
ferings, gleaned from Broadway's pres- 
entations of a season or two ago. Such 
plays appeal to the big-city mobs, with 
the result that the stock companies 
thruout the country are enjoying an 
average business, even in these hard 
times.

“The same sort of plays would have 
the same sort of appeal to the natives 
of the so-called stick towns. They are 
not a whit less intelligent than their 
big-city cousins. But the tent managers 
won't give them to the small-towners, 
simply because the royalty is a bit stiff- 
er than on some of the tripe they are 
putting on today. 

. * 

“The expense on the season may be 
greater to operate with these better- 
class bills, but the added business that 
they will draw will easily take care of 
that end.”

After thinking over what this oldtimer 
has to say, we must confess that what 
he says is true to a large extent. You 
know there is such a thing as being 
“penny wise, but pound foolish”.

“Have just read Crazy Ray’s article on 
showboat days, and as we women folks 
don’t like to have 10 extra years added 
to our age, I must correct Ray’s state- 
ments,” writes Lenore L. Connelly, 
mother of Lloyd and Grace Connelly.

HE Lenten season, when dramatic 
Stock in most sections of the coun- 
try is normally due to experience 
a depression, is on. Available reports 
show few closings; fewer, in fact, than 
in several years past in proportion to 
the total number of resident companies 
usually operating at this season. The 
augury is a good one. It indicates that 
active operations are on a paying basis 

The outlook for spring and summer 
stock is not discouraging. The prospect 
is rather encouraging. Almost daily 
plans for installing a resident company 
are announced in cities where dramatic 
stock until in recent years has been re- 
garded as just as natural to expect as the 
spring flowers. Some of these cities 
have been deprived of the flesh drama 
for a few years by no other cause than 
lack of a theater, the houses being closed 
to stock by the motion picture interest: 

Relief from that monopoly, which ex- 
tended over a long period, is already in 
evidence. In some instances owners or 
lessees of theaters that have been playing 
pictures exclusively for several years 
have found it expedient to switch to 
dramatic stock or to lease their theaters 
to stock operators. The change began 
on the Pacific Coast. It has worked to- 
ward the Eastern sectors gradually. 

At this time the change of policy from 
pictures to flesh drama is still in the 
experimental] stage. Stock producers are 
not yet sure that they have hit the pop- 
ular trend. It’s a bit of a gamble. Busi- 
ness during the period preceding Easter 
may lag, which will be only normal. The 
prospect, however, is not so drab as it 
was at this time last year. On the 
the outlook is promising. The 
rising of the Easter sun may mark the 
dawn of a new term of prosperity for 
dramatic stock and the flesh drama in 
general. 

HARLES COBURN, actor-producer, 

speaking from the stage of the Shu- 

bert, Cincinnati, last week told his 
audience that millions of people in the 
United States, under the age of 30, have 
yet to see their first spoken drama. The 
assertion doesn’t seem so broad since D. 
C. Ashton, actor-manager, who is return- 
ing to the stock field this spring, came 
along with a recital of his own experi- 
ence in a populous city not many 
months ago. 

“With my partner in a projected stock 
venture,” said Ashton, “I was scouting 
in this town and seeking information. | 
asked the owner of a drug store on the 
main stem how long it had been since 
a stock company had operated in the 
city. 

“*There’s a good one here now,’ he 
answered. I begged to differ with him. 
He insisted he was giving me correct 
information. 

“‘Where is this stock company 10- 
cated?’ I asked. 

“*You go up to the third floor of the 
Second National Bank Building and 
you'll find it,’ he responded. ‘They deal 
in all sorts of stocks.’ 

“But there was another and worse 
shock coming to us. Just before our 
opening, when the advent of our stock 
company had been pretty well adver- 
tised, I was called to the box office one 
day to meet a granger who was inquiring 
for the boss of the stock company. When 
I acknowledged my identity the farmer 
said: 

“*‘I noticed in the papers there was a 
new stock company in town. I've got 
a few head of stock I brought in with 


me. If you're a-buyin’ today I'd like for 
you to look ‘em over, Mr. Ashton.’”

Only three new shows in 
seven openings — more 
oldtimers scheduled 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—When 
spring comes rolling round and 
the buds and shoestring shows 
begin to open, revivals come roll- 
ing round right along with it. 
Seven shows opened on Broad- 
way last week, but only three of 
them hadn’t been seen before.

Tyler is putting on Barrie’s The 
Admirable Crichton at the New Amster- 
dam, Ziegfeld hopefully announced a 
possible revival of Show Boat, tho that 
seems washed out just now; The Student 
Prince is running merrily at the Majestic, 
Blossom Time is threatened by the Shu- 
berts, and even the subway circuit is suc. 
cumbing with Milton Aborn’s musical 
revivals at the Shubert-Newark,

The play, which was first put on a 
year ago last December and ran until 
June, seems just as fresh as ever after 
its 23 weeks on the road. Philip Meri- 
vale and various others from the original 
cast are back, and that doesn’t do it 
any harm. The tale of death’s brief 
turn among the living has the same 
charm that it had in its original pro- 
duction. 

Merivale, of course, is most of the 
show. Not only does he show no signs 
of having grown tired of the role during 
the long sessions he has put in with 
it, but seems, if anything, improved. 
The other originals in the cast include

Greene. They are as good as they were 


in the beginning, and in some cases 
better. 

The new faces belong to Julian Royce, 
Eleanor Stuart, Irby Marshall, Charlotte 
Andrews, Alan Willey, Helen Vinson and 
Frances Amherst.

Actors’ Workshop rose above the short- 
comings of the Provincetown Playhouse 
Wednesday night, and presented Max- 
well Anderson’s and Harold Hickerson’s 
Gods. of Lightning in a way that deserves 
long and loud praise. There is plenty of 
talent in this group of young players 
and one only has to see this stirring 
play concerning the lives of Sacco and 
Vanzetti to be convinced of that fact. 

Working on a small stage with inade- 
quate stage equipment, these young 
players obtained amazing results. Play 
itself deals with the life and death of 
those headline names who, according to 
many, died for what they believed rather 
than. what they did. Joseph Sauer, as 
one of the two men who went to the 
chair, gave one of the most profound 
performances seen in these parts in a 
long time. Even more can be said for 
Robert Lewis, as his death-house mate. 
Lewis possesses a tenderness, a sincerity 
that wins him sympathy and respect on 
every hand Nicholas Baranoff, as a 
restaurant proprietor, who confesses to 
murder when put on the stand, reaches 
the same high level as Lewis and Sauer. 
Fania Gersham, his daughter, who loves 
one of the condemned men, likewise 
gets the most out of a role that demands 
careful handling. Attorney for the de- 
fense is Sanford Meisner, and there’s an 
open challenge to find a better one. 
Rachael Freeman, as an elderly woman, 
who is forced to testify against her will, 


gives one of the best performances of 
the evening. But this naming of praise- 
worthy performances could go on until 


the entire cast was exhausted. For that’s 
just how well most everyone who had 
anything to do with Gods of Lightning 
has done his or her part. And whether 
the audience is in sympathy with the 
Sacco-Vanzetti lost cause or not, those 
who see it are due for a finished per- 
formance of one of our better plays. 
Revival of Gods of Lightning as the 
Actors’ Workshop is doing it is a mighty 
good show and just what revivals should 
be.

The Gang’s All Here was three hours 
of very nearly unadulterated boredom in 
what was allegedly musical comedy 
form. If you sedulously read the small 
type up above you'll see that a huge 
number of ladies and gentlemen all had 
a hand in shaping the show. It was one 
case where too many cooks most em- 
phatically spoiled the froth. In fact, a 
great part of the so-called froth was 
merely sediment. 

What there was of plot managed to 
disappear by the start of the second 
act. What there was of it had to do 
with gangsters, bootleggers and a fake 
psychiatrist, but more than that neither 
this reviewer nor, you may be sure, the 
authors can say. There were bright cos- 
tumes, some good songs, some clever 
dancing and a funny Mr. Healy buried 
under an avalanche of most unfunny 
lines. 

The music was the best part of the 
affair from the authors’ angle, tho the 
one undoubted hit song, By Special Per- 
mission of the Copyright Owners, I Love 
You, was plugged so much and often 
that to think of hearing it again tomor- 
row night on the radio is nothing short 
of horrible. What Have You Done to 
Me? and Baby Wanna Go Bye-Bye also 
have more than a little popular promise. 

To look at the bright side and the 
g0od points. There was Ted Healy; some 
swell specialty dances by Gomez and 
Winona; Ted Healy, Shaw and Lee being 


allowed to be briefly funny in what 


amounted to a revival of their old 
vaudeville act; Ted Healy; a slick bit of 
pantomime by Zelma O’Nea] and John 
Gallaudet; Ted Healy; probably a couple 
of other bits your correspondent has 
forgotten, Ted Healy, Ted Healy and Ted 
Healy. 

As the careful reader may have gath- 
ered, Healy made a hit with at least one 
of the customers, but he didn’t need 
this show to do it. He and his young 
army of stooges did their usual best, 
but with the authors against them they 
couldn't possibly save the show. 

This is one heart that Gina Malo 
utterly fails to dent. Certainly she can 
do nothing but look ornamental—and 
there can be a very legitimate argument 
about her ability to do that. Ruth Tes- 
ter at first seemed to be cute; a little 
later she began to cloy, and by the time 
the end came rolling rouna she was just 
plain annoying. Zelma O’Neal could 
have with profit been given more to do, 
and Shaw and Lee were compietely 
buried except for brief intervals. Tom 
Howard was prominent in the proceed- 
ings, Jack Barker sang a couple of 
songs and Hal LeRoy stopped the show 
with a brace of specialty dances that 
would have stopped better shows than 
this. The chorus was energetic. 

On the way out one disgruntled cus- 
tomer remarked to another: “What, 
only 11 o’clock? I thought it was about 
3.” And that was the ultimate criticism 
of The Gang’s All Here.

It’s all very nice if the British Empire 
possesses such towns as Heat Wave is 
set in and allows such happenings to 
go on, but that same British Empire 
alone should be made to witness the re- 
sultant drama. Heat Wave smacks of all 
of the previous dramas of the outposts 
of civilization. It displays all of their 
bad points and few of their stro»ger 
ones. 

What there is of a story shows a dis- 
appointed man whose reputation is that 
of a woman wrecker, but who at heart 
is as pure as gold. He tries to ward off 
the love of a young girl and win the 
love of a married woman. When the 
girl comes to his cottage by night she is 
followed by a servant who relays the 
news to the married woman. Soon there 
are three in the cottage and then the 
first departs, leaving the married woman 
and the bad man behind. Husband 
chances in and a shooting results when 
he refuses to believe his wife was there 
on an honorable visit. But murder is 
not done, altho the audience is led to 
believe so for some time. Bad man re- 
covers in time to catch the same boat 
as the fleeing wife, who no longer loves 
her husband because he did not have 
faith in her during the emergency. 

Basil Rathbone is better than the au- 
thor could have expected anybody to be 
in the part of the man of bad reputa- 
tion. He drinks well and wears white 
better and seems right at home among 
the dusky servants. Betty Lawford is 
something to look upon as the innocent 
girl who would drink from the cup of 
life. Henry Daniel is a stern, puritanical 
brother and husband who doubtless 
would lose the love of any woman. Se- 
lena Royle is a thoroly convincing wife 
And they al] deserve far better far? 
than Heat Wave. HUGH LAYNE.

Leatrice Joy 
Material by Bruz Fletcher and Neville 
Fleeson 


Edward J. Kay, Accompanist 


Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Char- 
acter songs. Setting—In three (cyc.). 
Time—Seventeen minutes, 

This act dulls in comparison with 
Leatrice Joy’s debut act of exactly two 
years ago. It’s the material that is to 
blame as well as its handling by the 
screen “name”. Neville Fleeson and Bruz 
Fletcher ere capable of doing far better 
and have proved it at this house thru 
their work for other acts. 

Real fadeout in merit comes at the 
finale bit wherein Miss Joy depicts a 
racketeer's sweetie being subjected to 
the third degree. Pathos is spread on 
so thick and clumsily that it oozes out 
all over the stage. And when it comes 
that heavy it is no longer pathos. Par- 
ticularly when the material is so filmsy. 
Sighs, yells and imprecations must have 
substance to pass muster, and not be- 
come unintended comedy. Comedy was 
on the verge during this catching. 

Miss Joy opens with a song-talk special 
that just about makes it. Then she 
does a fair impression of a 16-year-old 
kid meeting Conrad Nagel in the flesh. 
This could stand some cutting. A hay- 
fever bit gets going after a song-talk 
introduction. Miss Joy is realistic in her 
portrayal of a chronic sneezer. So realis- 
tic that the impression created is not 
altogether pleasant. Then the racketeer’s 
lady emoting. Miss Joy was on fourth 
and to a swell parting hand and ovation.

Rian James 


Reviewed at the Albee, Brooklyn. Style 
—Monolog. Setting—In one. Time— 
Sirteern minutes. 


Rian James, doubling from his type- 
writer in The Brooklyn Daily Eagle office 
to the Albee stage, differs from the other 
“name” newspapermen who have taken 
a plunge in vaudeville in that he is 
confined solely to the boro across the 
river. Caught on his fourth night, it 
was also noticeable that he was the most 
frightened and so alibied himself. 

Once getting the nervousness off his 
chest and into the minds of the auditors, 
James’ quiet gags landed for their full 
worth. That is all there was to his act, 
the gags on and about himself, but it 
didn't end his stay on the stage. 

The Eagle columnist got a break in 
appearing on the same bill with Harry 
Hershfield, cartoonist, the benefit com- 
ing in via a stirring introduction and 
plenty of help. Others who assisted were 
Violet Carlson, also on the bill, and the 
Four Eton Boys, brought to the Albee 
from the Nut Club by James to help 
him along. Boys showed more for vaude- 
ville in the three or four minutes they 
were on than James did in his entire 
16 minutes. 

Aside from showfolk and newspaper- 
men, James is only known to the general 
public that lives in Brooklyn and reads 
the dailies published there. Meaning 
that the Albee and other houses in the 
boro are the only vaudeville time he 
can play. . 

No concrete evidence on his drawing 
ability could be gotten here due to the 
excellence of the supporting bill and the 
holdover of Miilie, a b.-o. picture. Ap- 
plause on his come-on, however, was 
enough of a tipoff that he has friends.

Dance Comparisons 


Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style--Dancing and singing. Setting— 
Full stage (special). Time—Twelve min- 
utes. 

Tim end Kitty O'Meara, who have 
headed their own ucts for years, are the 
features of this flash and are assisted 


by a twin sister team and a boy tenor 
and hoofer. 

O’Mearas open with a graceful waltz 
number. Twins and the boy tenor fill 
in with some dancing and singing until 
the O’Mearas come on again. Latter 
then present a series of the dance crazes 
of the last few years. They are a grace- 
ful and polished team very much at 
home in ballroom maneuvers. 

Girls then do a high-kicking number 
and are joined by the boy, who finishes 
with them. O’Mearas then do one more 
dance and close the act nicely. 

Girls are okeh, but the boy tenor is 
weak. O’Mearas’ ballroom dancing is 
excellent. In general, the act is a quiet 
one, not flashy, but pleasant just the 
same. With some fixing up, if ought to 
make the grade. 

Closed the bill here to fair applause.

Six Franklins 
Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Dancing, acrobatic and dog novelty. Set- 
ting—In two and full stage (specials). 
Time—-Ten minutes. 


An effective novelty act, made to mean 
more than the usual run because of 
variety. Sextet splits up the 10-minute 
running time to include sessions of 
dancing, acrobatics and stunting with 
a pair of dogs. Punch of the act is the 
latter work, which is much like that 
done by Paul Sydell. 

Four boys and two girls work capably 
thruout the routine, which slows up in 
spots. Nafure of several pieces of biz 
accounts for the spottiness, and the lad- 
clor-balancing and dancing are the faulty 
items. 

They open with the ladder stunting in 
which the entire sextet are perched 
thereon in pyramid fashion. Turn picks 
up fast with the following bit of bal- 
ancing dogs. A pair of four-footers, in- 
cluding a Mexican hairless pup, afe put 
thru sure-fire balancing paces by a boy. 
Dancing occupies the rest of the routine 
up until the finish, when they all work 
at fast and effective floor work. This 
helped to get them off to a nice hand 
in the closing spot. S. H. 


Stanley Twins 
—With— 
ERHARDT BROTHERS 


Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style — 
Dancing and singing. Setting—In one 
and full stage (specials). Time—Twelve 
minutes, 

A gaudily mounted baby flash that 
shows a good selse for production be- 
hind it, but not a proper blending of 
telent to bring the act itself up to the 
value of its drapery. 

Poor singing by the boys and the 
Stanley Twins at the opening, which 
has the girls poised in shop windows as 
wax models and the lads in tux, is a 
handicap the act never fully overcomes 
in its 12 minutes of running time. Pro- 
ducers could have had boys with better 
qualifications as warblers than the Er- 
hardt Brothers, who are primarily hoof- 
ers and never singers. And they should 
not allov’ the girls to open their mouths 
for anything else but a yawn or spoken 
line. 

Once by the opening, the act travels 
along at a good dancing pace, with the 
standard bearers outstanding in their 
duo high-kicks and acrobatic floor 
work. Boys are good tappers, both when 
together and competing. Costuming is 
okeh. J. 8. 


Roy Gordon 

Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style — 
Comedy and singing. Setting—In one. 
Time-—Fourteen minutes. 

Roy Gordon takes sole billing in a three- 
people comedy and singing act that suf- 
fers mainly from poor material and in- 
cidentally from the punchless delivery 
of a song by a girl in solo. Other as- 
sistant is a fat cop, who takes the place 
of the usual old man or lady for a sock 
finish via trumpet playing, high-kicking 
and splits. 

Gordon is on first, going from a few 
bars of singing into talk anent his ex- 
wife and alimony. She comes out of 


the pit, with the cop following after she 
has flashed a court order for Gordon's 
arrest for being behind in his payments. 
Gordon’s best and only good gag is in 
describing a man paying alimony simi- 
lar to buying oats for a dead horse. 

Only time the act reached a fair pro- 
portion of laughs was during the rough- 
housing by the cop of Gordon, with the 
girl slapping the plant. The latter's in- 
strumental and dance work followed for 
the finish. 

Response thruout was only fair. Re- 
ception at bows did not call for Gor- 
don’s curtain speech. J. S. 


Rose and Reese 
Assisted by 
THE RHYTHM OCTET 

Reviewed at the Franklin. Style — 
Dancing and singing. Setting — Full 
stage (special). Time—Fifteen minutes. 

Irving Rose and Marian Reese skipper 
this 10-people flash that can only do a 
fair job of opening or closing bills. It 
is one of those pleasing acts of which 
they are many. Dancing and singing 
routines are light and not very lively 
entertainment. Standard bearers seem 
to have the goods to do a deuce turn 
by themselves, and they would probably 
be better off. Mixed octet is merely 
background. 

Ensembles occupy the major portion 
of the routine, altho Rose and Miss 
Reese pair off in several numbers. Open- 
ing is okeh. Miss Reese and four boys 
do a song-dance bit and are followed by 
Rose and a girl quartet in a Florodora 
version. Both standard bearers show 
up as clever eccentric dancers, with the 
bey getting the edge. Miss Rose, how- 
ever, tops him in warbles. 

Closed the show here and away to a 
fair hand.

Schey ‘and’ Drayson 


Reviewed at the Fordham. Stule— 
Comedy, singing and dancing. Setting— 
In one, Time—Fifteen minutes. 


Stars of the recent Fordham Flashes 
amateur show, Muriel Schey and Danny 
Drayson, show up in a complimentary 
light in making their professional debut 
as a two-act. Their showing was solely 
dependent on their own capabilities, as 
their vehicle was hardly one to reveal 
what they really could do. Time, work 
and careful coaching of an expert should 
develop them into a worth-while vaude- 
ville turn. 

Youngsters possess personality and 
looks, and show up as being able to %5 
nice work of a comedy, singing and 
dancing act. As it stands now, the turn 
is held up mostly by Miss Schey. Dray- 
son, however, gets in a wallop that bats 
out an applause home run. This bit ts 
an impression of Will Mahoney, a most 
exacting copy of the original. He needs 
some coaching, however, as straight for 
comedy. Girl shines as a good come- 
cienne, has a cute singing voice and 
appears to have the ability for eccentric 
cancing. 

Deuced here to prolonged applause 
aiter being handicapped at the start by 
the opening act’s show-stop which car- 
ried over into their spot.

PROVIDENCE, Feb. 21. — Injunction 
proceedings, which would have prevent- 
ec the German Passion Play troupe from 
filling a three-day engagement at the 
Opera House here, failed Monday, when 
Judge Baker, in Superior Court, after a 
four-hour hearing refused to grant a 
temporary injunction sought by Georg 
Fassnacht, brother and former partner 
of Adolf Fassnacht, head of the German 
company. 

Georg Fassnacht, who heads the Eng- 
lish Passion Play troupe, claimed his 
company was booked to play Providence 
in April, but that the German company, 
by false representations, had caused this 
booking to be canceled; then the Ger- 
mans had arranged the Opera House 
dates “in violation of established the- 
atrical custom and code of ethics. 

This, claims Georg, was not for the 
purpose of making money, but mainly 
for satisfaction of Adolf’s hatred and 
malice for Georg, and to damage the 
English company.

His Indie Lead 


Most offices slipping — 
Dows talking of folding— 
cheap ‘flesh’ causing slump 


NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Indie 
vaudeville conditions have taken 
a turn for the worse in the last 
few weeks and now there is only 
one booker holding on with any 
fair measure of success, Arthur 
Fisher. The other leading factors 
in the field, the Dows, are again 
reported to be on the verge of 
folding. Loss of their ace house 
in Utica recently, among others, 
is the probable reason. 

The reason for vaudeville’s failure to 
regain a strong foothold in the indie 
houses was given by one operator as lack 
of confidence in “flesh” by those han- 
dling the houses to take a chance with 
better shows to build up goodwill. 
Rather than not turn a profit with good 
vaudeville for a few months in order to 
insure higher grosses later on, the indie 
men persist on cheap shows, with the 
result that their patrons distrust every- 
thing except what is on the screen. 

A few of the operators, however, realize 
the value of good vaudeville, especially 
on those frequent occasions when a 


weak picture is in conjunction. They 
are in the minority, however.

George Pierce Baker 
Honored by Alumni 


George Pierce Baker, director of the 
University Theater at Yale, was guest of 
honor at a dinner given during February 
at the Town Hall Club, New York. More 
than 490 persons attended the dinner, 


many of them former students in 
Baker’s drama classes at Yale and 
Harvard. Messages of praise were sent 


in to be read at the dinner from George 
Bernard Shaw, John Masefield and Wil- 
liam Butler Yeats. 

In his speech Baker spoke with much 
feeling on “the extraordinary generosity 
of Edward C. Harkness. 

“Not only has Edward Harkness given 
More than $1,000,000 to our theater at 
Yale.” said Baker, “but he has been a 
most understanding, intelligent and self- 
effacing giver. Never since he first dis- 
cussed with me his desire to give Yale 
the University Theater has he interfered 
in any way with our methods of in- 
struction or even made suggestions of 
any kind. 

“The drama,” further stated the 
Speaker, “not only has been admitted 
and supported in a great university, but 
has taken there its fit and proper place 
as one of the fine arts.” 

Toastmaster for the occasion was John 


Mason Brown, dramatic critic of The 
New York Evening Post and associate 
editor of Theater Arts Monthly. Brown 
during his talk stated that Baker had 
become “less a man than a disease—or 
at least the most contagious man in the 
United States.” Another speaker men- 
tioned that the “effects of Baker's teach- 
ing had spread over every State in the 
union and into Europe.” 

Florence Lewis Speare was chairman 
and Francis H. Sisson presided. Among 
the speakers were Barrett H. Clark, Rob- 
ert Edmond Jones, Helen Westley, Ruth 
Chorpenning, Helen Arthur, Warren

This Wasn’t Equitable 


A manager out in one of the Middle Western 
States had a small ‘circle stock company which wasn’t 
doing any too well. So he called his company to- 
gether and informed the members that he would 
either have to cut salaries or close up altogether. 

He left the decision as to the course they should 
follow, to the members of the company, and the 
latter, after one good look at the great wide open 
spaces of the country and their pocketbooks, decided 
to take the cut and keep on working. And they went 
along to not so unreasonable business for another 
four weeks. ' 

But one of the members began to figure that if he 
was not getting his regular salary, he need not give 
his regular work either. So Equity is informed, he 
began to soldier on the job. Manager, not being able 
to get satisfactory work out of him, gave him his 
notice. 

Now up to this time the offending actor, has been 
taking his reduced salary and saying nothing about 
it. But at this stage in the game it occurred to him 


that he really ought to have been getting his entire | 


salary for the last four weeks and also for the two/ 
weeks of his notice. 

Equity’s representative in that district ruled that 
the actor was not entitled to the extra money by 
reason of his accepting the cut salary for as long as 
he did. 

Nevertheless, the actor went on the rampage and 
sued in court for his money. Manager immediately 
closed the entire production and threw seven mem- 
bers of the association, besides the suing actor, out 
of work. 

And Equity feels that in so doing this actor was 
not animated by a spirit of Equity.

Chorus Equity contract provides that the chorus 
may be rehearsed 28 days without compensation. 
After the expiration of that period the chorus is paid 
half salary for the next two weeks and full salary 
thereafter. All payments for rehearsalg beyond the 
28 days are to be made on or before the Saturday 
of each week. 


During the past week the Chorus Equity received 
a call for aid from one of our members who has 
been ill and disabled for about a year and who was 
about to be evicted from his room. This report was 
turned over to the Actors’ Fund. An investigation 
was immediately started and help offered. Daily the 
Fund is called upon to perform acts of this kind, 
Perhaps you may never be in a position to need the 
help of the Actors’ Fund—but, if you are working, 


you should not hesitate to become a member—your: 


smail contribution would help. Dues are only 82 @ 
year. We have application blanks in the Chorus 
Equity office. Fill one out. You won't miss the $2 
and you will be helping some one who is less 
fortunate than yourself. This is your charity—the 
charity of professional people. 

Chorus Equity cannot consider complaints which 
are sent to us anonymously. Association exists solely 
for the protection of its members and we feel that a 
person who does not trust his association to the 
extent of signing a justified complaint has no real 
complaint. Whenever we receive a report of a viola- 


tion of any part of the contract the name of the. 


member giving the report is never used. 


We have received a report that a chorus member 
rehearsed seven days with a production—that is, the 
entire probationary period—was dismissed at the end 
of the seventh day and was then told to report the 
following day and he would be hired again. This is 
a direct violation of the Chorus Equity contract, 
which states that rehearsals are continuous from the 
date of the first rehearsal to the date of the first 
public performance. Should this chorus member be 
permitted to rehearse again with this production after 
the probationary period, the rehearsals would be con- 
sidered to be continuous from the date of the first 
rehearsal and not from the date of his re-engagement. 


Are you registered in the Chorus Equity classes? 
Tap, acrobatic, toe and ballet and dramatic classes 
are conducted daily at our headquarters. The cost 
is only 50 cents an hour. If you want to succeed in 
the theater you must prepare yourself to meet com- 
petition and the only way to meet it is to do some- 
thing better than ai-yone else. For Chorus Equity 
members who cannot afford to pay at this time there 
is a scholarship fund. Members who study under 
the scholarship fund are required to pay for these 
lessons when they start work.

putable. Unselfish to the nth degree. these 
tolks of the amusement world are always 
ready ard willing to assist in times of need, 
whether it be during wars, business depres- 
famines or whatnot.

They 
never lag when the call comes.

wks derive their support from the public. 
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cial tax on theater tickets for the purpose 
of creating a fund for those in distress be- 
cause of the unemployment situation. Such 
a tax, provided it might lawfully be im- 
nosed, would be all right if a similar tax 
were imposed on every soft drink sold, every 
cigar, every package of cigarets, every box of 
candy, and, in general, on every product 
that falls within the classification of luxury.” 

On this same subject of generosity of 
the amusement profession, The Omaha Bee- 
News recently said: “A notable feature of 
the holiday benefactions to the poor and 
needy in every part of the country has been 
the great assistance rendered by the people 
of the stage and screen.

Why and When the Great Leaper 
Vanished From the Circus Arena 
ISAPPEARANCE from latter-day cir- 
cus performances of the long-distance 
leaping acts, formerly featured by the 
larger circuses, is often the subject of com- 
ment. The leaper, a few years ago starred 
as a big thrill, has almost entirely vanished. 

A communication from one of the most 
ardent of the Southern circus fans, W. Gay 
— U. S. Customs Collector at the port 
of Richmond, Va., urging the return of this 
twee of stunt artist to the arena, revives a 
favorite topic of discussion of a few years 

~ 

Old-time ciréus fans revel in reminis- 
cences of their respective favorites. Most 
famous of these in the kst half century were 
John E. Rixford, whose record doing a triple 
somersault while hurdling over the | hacks of 
five elephants starding a few feet apart. is 
said to be without parallel; Robert W. 
Stickney, famous equest: Tian and all-round 
exhibition athlete, and Joe Artressi Bel- 
mont, whose leaping stunts are rated next 
in order to the feats accomplished by Rix- 
ford and Stickney. 

Stickney is said to have initiated the 
stunt in the American circus ring. His leap 
was originally over a single elephant. In 
the same season he did a double somersault 
ower two elephants. Later, when Belmont 
duplicated that stumt. Stickney added 
another elephant to his row 

Rixford, a younger man, known to that 
as the principal acrobat of the Five 
Rixfords, suddenly sprang into prominence

The greatest of the leapers abandoned 
the act after a few seasons because of the 
hazards it entailed. Good leapers were in- 
variably acrobats or aerial artists of excep- 
tional ability, and they quickly discovered 
that broken or fractured ankles and arches 
and other foot injuries were courted at each 
long leap over the backs of elephants. No 
matter how sure the calculations of the per- 
former, no matter how certain his capacity 
for landing on his feet on mattress or tick, 
the time was inevitable when injury would 
result from the shock of landing. 

The best of them were known to even 
miss the mat. Some suffered broken bones 
that incapacitated them for either or both, 
midair or ground work, temporarily or per- 
manently. The hazard was too great. One 
after another of the leaping phenoms cut the 


stunt. Those that continued were not 
phenoms. Ordinary leapers supplied no 
thrills. The circuses dropped the leapers. 


Performers capable of duplicating the 
feats of Rixford, Stickney and Belmont 
probably would be just as great a sensation 
today, and they undoubtedly would com- 
mand salaries many times greater than the 
compensation the great leapers drew in the 
old days. But there are none. 

Which answers the question: “Where 
are the leapers?” 


False Economy in Buying Vaude. 
Hurting Independent Exhibitors 

N INDEPENDENT exhibitor is up 

against the same proposition when 

going into the market for stage attrac- 
tions as when buying a pair of shoes or 2 
suit of clothes. The trouble with many of 
them is their unawareness of the analogy. 
Cheap suits and shoes are no bargains in the 
long run. Acts bought at coffee-and-cake 
salaries thru chiseling bookers destroy the 
goodwill of a theater, fail of their purpose 
even while plaving for the penny-wise man- 
ager and inspire undue prejtidice against 
real vaudeville. 

We do not recommend that independent 
managers plunge heedlessly in laying out 
Stage budgets Simply to get away from the 
idea of attaching a “cheap vaudeville” to 
their héuses. There is a middle road, hid- 
den in a labyrinth of professional and ama- 
teur gyps. It is up to the manager to pick 
his laborious way thru the tangle. And tar 
easier for him to make the trip if only he 
stops, looks and Listens before falling for 
the fairy tales of Indie bookers whose spe- 
cialty it is to land houses and not to retain 
them. Such weasels are some of these boys 
that they manage to earn a livelihood, more 
or less, thru the tra ading in houses 

The aumber of ind ipenden it bookers who 
fegard their calling as a business rather than 
a racket can be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. An exhibitor who is wide awake 
should either know already who these are 
or should be im a position to seek them out

‘As to Age and Ability 
Editor The Billboard: 


At what age is a circus manager or 
agent at his best? James A. Bailey, at 
the age of 13, was a paste maker for 
General Agent Fred Bailey, and at 18 
was a regular circus agent. The writer 
was a billposter, and at the finish of 
the season of '79 was agent, billposter 
and did everything in advance of Main 
& Burdick’s 14-horse wagon show, and 
the show was a winner. And I was only 
17 years of age. 

Tt was really wphill work. as I was 
so youthful that the lot and license 
people would not believe it when I asked 
for contracts. I heard this “young” 
stuff so much that it got tiresome. 
Finally, when I acquired my first ctrcus, 
my agents featured me as the youngest 
circus manager when I was just past 21. 
In fact, I was manager of a 40-horse 
wagon show when I was 20, but was not 
the owner. At 23 I owned a good-sized 
wagon circus, cleared $5,000 the second 
year and was featured as the youngest 
circus owner until I was 30. 

W. W. Cole owned a big railroad show 
when he was 26 and, I think, retired at 
40. I know James A. Hutchinson, a 
former partner of Barnum & Bailey, told 
me he retired when he was 40. 

Tn 1930, ‘as I have previously written 
you, I became interested in a motor 
show, as I was tired of all other kinds 


amusement matters. 
this publication. 
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and I wanted a thrill. This big motor 
circus wasn’t out more than two weeks 
when I discovered that the advance 
would lose us plenty if we couldn’t get 
better agents. As all my experience with 
overland agents that are now living has 
been very sad, this deal had me puzzled. 
We were losing money, so I decided that 
when a house was on fire there was no 
time to wait for an act of Congress. I 
took charge of the advance and was 
forced to stay ahead of my own aggre- 
gation all season, and we brought the 
show home a winner, nothwithstanding 
hard times, drought in the fall and han. 
dicapped in every way. 


This proves to me that the oldtimers 
are just as good ag the boys to route 
any kind of a show, if not better, be- 
cause they know the good and bad spots. 
Sc anytime the critics tell me that 
agents are too young or too old it will 
have no weight. I never worked harder 
in my life than I did last seascn. Never 
felt better, and many mornings got the 
billposters out of bed before it was 
hardly light. 

The only really genuine, honest, re- 
liable wagon-show agent that IT was ever 
associated with was Col. Giles Pullman. 
First met him in 1884. My father and 
M. M. Hilliard had owned, itn 1883, @ 
large wagon circus and menagerie. In 
1884 they sold one-third interest to 
Harry Mack and Giles Pullman, and they 
made Pullman the general agent and 
myself to work under him as contractor, 
therefore giving me added experience. 
Think I was 22 years old that summer, 
and I found Pullman a wonderful teach. 
er. He was somewhat illiterate, but the 
Closest contractor I ever knew, and the 
show was not advertised in spots, but 
every day alike. 

Giles had his faults. He drank plenty, 
but was never intoxicated, altho he got 
tongue-tied at times. He was an in- 
veterate smoker and always wore boots 
in the hottest weather and a high hat 
and a large diamond that must have 
been set before the days of Columbus. 
He was a very peculiar personage, but 
that didn’t matter to the writer as lo 
as he delivered the goods. So when 
started my own circus, he was one of the 
first men that I engaged, and he was 
my general agent as long as I remained 
on wagons. 

The billers did not love him for the 
reason that he made them do their work. 
After I went on rail the Colonel didn’t 
fit the show. It was too fast for him, 
but I. made him local contractor. One 
season I reinstated him as advertising 
agent when we were on rail, but he 
mislaid his printing so much that it 
took us all the next winter to gather 
it up. He would forget where he ordered 
it, and we found it all the way from 
Geneva, O., to Portland, Me. 

Colonel was 75 when he quit me and 
went to work for Harrison Bros” Min- 
strels, and Harrison told me that there 
never was an agent like him. He died 
when about 80 in Buffalo, where some 
of his relatives and daughters still live. 
Peace to his ashes.

My present position as publicity direc- 
tor for the “Volusia County (Pia.) Pair 
fetches to my desk The Billboard. It is 
possibly 35 years ago that I grasped The 
Clipper as avidly as I now do The Bili- 
— What memories it brings back 
Oo mé. 


Then, in those golden days of 10-20- 
30s, I was in the show business, first 
Managing Hagen’s Opera. House at Lex- 
ington, Mo. I had the old barn of a 
building revamped, and over the aes 
Sscenium had the artist paint a picture 
of Shakespeare. “Old Man” Hagen, as 
the showfolks knew him, took one squint 
at the portrait, swelled up his chest, 
and said: “Yaw, that’s a good picture of 


The show business was rotten in Lex- 
ington. You were between two fires-~ 
four colleges in town and & coal mining 
camp on the outskirts. The attractions 
couldn't strike a happy medium. The 
roughnecks from the coal pits didn’t like 
Fast Lynne, and the college girls had to 
be locked in their rooms the night that 
Jack’s burlesquers cavorted on the stage. 


The week-standers managed, at least, 
to get out of town, but many a reper- 
toire show camped ir the opera house 
and cooked their own meals and did 
their own washing there. 


Twenty years later I happened in a 
certain city where one of these compe- 
nies was playing to capacity, and sold 
out four weeks in advance. After the 
matinee they invited the audience to 
“tea” on the stage. I participated in 
the function—or, at least, essayed to do 
s0. I approached the leading lady and 
extended my hand with the greeting: 
“Don’t your remember me?” I said: 
“Don’t you remember when I used to 
trot you on my Knee and fetch you 
lollypops and rumaged in town to get 
some mattresses for your company to rest 
their weary bodies upon? Don’t you re- 
member Hagen’s Opera House at Lexing- 
ton, Mo.?” A lorgnette went up to those 
patrician eyes, the face froze, and I beat 
a hasty retreat before I was congealed 
in my tracks. But I wager I left other 
than sweet memories in her mind. 

I remember on another occasion that 
one of the Spooner companies was play~ 
ing in my house. There was a had 
hombre named “Rabbit”, a brakeman 
On the Missour! Pacific Railroad, who 
ran on a train between Lexington 
Kansas City. I told S that ther 
was liable to be trouble that night 
that “Rabbit” had taken on some ‘Tity 
gin and would try to queer th@ show. 
I told him to do anything he/ wanted 
to “Rabbit”, and I would bail ‘him out 
of the Police Court or ask for clemency 
from the governor. 

“Rabbit” arrived, ht a front seat 
and al! went well until mer came in 
as an Indian and doing his whoopee act, 
jiggering his legs up and down. “Rab- 
bit” tried to help with a war whoop or 
two. Spooner came frontstage and

go out.” He didn’t say how. But “Rab- 
bit” gave the whoop, and Spooner 
jumped over the footlights and orchestra 
and grabbed “Rabbit” by the throat and 
smacked him with a etone tomahawk 
just where his brains ought to have 
been.

Now Working 


on Report 


Of Value to Truck Shows 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—Concrete in- 
formation touching motor freight traffic 
on the highways, taking in the operative 
and physical features of motor freight 
transport, as well as the magnitude of 
motor trucking, solely as an industry, 
now being sought by representatives of 
the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads and 
the U. S. Department of Commerce, and 
to be later put into the form of a report 
by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, will, it is expected, develop 
information of value to the motorized 
circus industry of the United States. 

Objectives of the survey being made 
take in development of adequate and 
efficient highways, safety and the public 
convenience. As the entire country will 
be included in the survey, the date com- 
piled while, as stated, being confined 
to the motor trucking industry of wich 
privately owned motorized circus ap- 
paratus naturally ig not a part, cannot 


help proving pertinent to problems now 
confronting the circus interests. The 
information developed might well clarify 
the situation, from the motorized circus 
standpoint, the tendency thruout the 
various States at present being to in- 
clude the circus equipment, apparently, 
along with all other motorized freight 
equipment, regardless of the purpose for 
which used, whether operated as a pub- 
lic convenience or not. 

A big drive is being made in dif- 
ferent States against motorized freight 
equipment on the ground of the safety 
factor on the highways involved. The 
forthcoming report by the two Federal 
governmental agencies, it would seem, 
as stated above, might well tend to sep- 
arate impressively the privately oper- 
ated eauipment from the publicly op- 
erated equipment, to the advantage of 
the latter. 


e THE passing of Lillian Leitael the 
circus bas lost one of its brightest 

stars. For many years this popular, 
dainty and diminutive aerialist was ¢ 
feature of the Ringling Bros.’ and Bar- 
num & Bailey Circus and always was 
given a tremendous ovation at the con- 


clusion of her offering. In the writer's 
opinion she was in a class by herself 
when it came to performing on the 
rings, Spanish web and presenting her 
plunges or one-arm throwovers. She 
Was an artist to her fingers’ tips, doing 
everything in such a graceful and skill- 
ful manner. It will be many a day 
before the white tops will see her equal, 
and she will be sadly missed in circus 
realms.

Henry W. North, of New Haven, Conn., 
contributes the following heartfelt 
tribute. 

“Lillian Leitzel was mye than a ejr- 
cus performer—she was ‘a truly great 
personality of the circus world. She 
died from injuries sustained in a fall 
during a performance of her unique act 
which dies with her. I don't know if 
she ever said where she would like to 
die and doubt if she ever voiced a 
preference or ever gave it much 
thought. I do know that she couldn't 
have died except as she did—working. 
She had a tremendous amount of- 
vitality which could only end suddenly. 
She worked summer and winter—she 
couldn't stop. She worked before ca- 
pacity houses in all the capitals of the 
world, and she performed the same act 
for the delight of a group of squatting 
Indians, who seemed incongruously lost 
in the vast big top pitched for an after- 
noon stand in a nearly isolated region of 
Northern Canada. One of her finest 
performances was before this writer and 
a group of his friends from military 
school. That day she did rollups and 
arm swings past counting. 


“Leitzel for years received a large 
salary, yet I doubt if there was ever 
any laid aside for the proverbial rainy 
day. She lived but for the present and 
that to the limit, as one whose present 
is precarious must do to live at all. 
Money to her meant the power to live 
as she would and something more—the 
means by which to help others less for- 
tunate than herself. Circus life is not 
all spangles and blaring bands; misfor- 
tune and disease hit harder there than 
one would think, for when a ‘kinker’ 
is laid up the money stops—and many 
a one has thanked his God for the ‘cen- 
tury’ from Miss Leitzel. 

“Leitzel had no children of her own, 
so she in a way adopted those of other 
performers on the circus. She bought 
them toys, kept candy in her tent for 
them, read to them, taught them, played 
with them, loved them—and they loved 
‘Aunty Leltzel’. 

“To the critical audience she was the 
greatest of her profession, the incom- 
parable artist of her type of work. To 
the circus management she was a faith- 
ful and invaluable performer, perhaps & 
bit temperamental at times, but no one 
ever had better claim to temperament 
than she. To the circus personnel she 
was in truth a good angel. To those who 
really knew her she was a vibrant, 
scintillating, strong personality of fine 
mind, great poise and superb. physique. 
Her tiny hands that both 
gentleness and unbelievable strength 
were as effective on the plano as cling- 
ing to the flying rings. 

“In her passing the world at large 
loses a great athlete and a grand artist, 
the circus world loses a great person- 
ality and a good many lose a fine 
friend. The circus band which played 
that last performance played Leitzel’'s 
requiem as it must have been played.”

Fair Trade Practice Rules 
Adopted by Motorized Circuses 


For the benefit of those who may have overlooked the fair trade 
practice rules adopted by the Motorized Circus Owners in conjunction 
with the Federal Trade Commission at:a recent conference held in 
Washington, D. C.. and which were published in The Billboard, we 
are reprinting them herewith. ‘Those appearing in Group 1 shall be 
regarded by the Federal Trade Commission as condemning unfair 
methods of competition in violation of law. Those appearing in Group 
2 are accepted as expressions of the showmen. 

GROUP 1 


Rule 1—Interference with a competitor's business thru the entice- 
ment of employees from his employment is an unfair trade practice. 

Rule 2—The covering of a competitor’s paper before 8 p.m. of the 
day of showing is an unfair trade practice. 

Rule 3—Covering of dates of a competitor’s paper or trick dating, 
tending to mislead the public, is an unfair trade practice. 

GROUP 2 

Rule 4—The use of similar names or of usurping or “pirating” 
the design or sentiment of a showman’s trademark is opposed to the 
best interests and good name of the circus world, and is condemned 


Rule 5—Reference to a competitor in public advertisements in a 
manner tending to discredit such competitor is opposed to the best 
interests and good name of showmen and is condemned. 

Rule 6—The renting of available lots for the purpose of preventing 
the appearance of a show in a town is condemned as being opposed to 
the best interests of the circus world. 

Rule 7—The use of postpone cards and of advertising tending to 
mislead the public as to the time of appearance of another shéw is 
opposed to the best interests and good name of the circus world. 

Rule 8—Wherever there is conflict in circus territory, the agents 
will get in touch with the owners, who will thereupon confer as to the 
best means of dividing such territory to eliminate competition and 
rendering a better service to the show-going public. 

Rule 9—It is the opinion of this conference that it is to the best 
interests of the circus world that no town, having been legally con- 
tracted by one show, shal! be contracted by another show until four 
weeks subsequent to the date of exhibition. 

Rule 10—A committee on trade practices is hereby created and 
empowered to investigate whether or not these regulations are being 
observed, take complaints concerning alleged violations, to co-operate 
with the Federal Trade Commission and generally to perform such 
other acts as may be reasonably necessary and proper to put these 
resolutions into effect and to accomplish the object and purpose of 


Shrine Circus in Detroit, held for two 
weeks, was a big success.

surpassed by 1,638—more 


than 42,000 ahead of 1930—new record also set in 
sale of exhibit space—heavy reservations for 1932 


TAMPA, Fla., Feb. 21.—Setting a new all-time attendance 
record, the South Florida Fair and Gasparilla Carnival dropped the 


curtain on its 16th annual exposition last Saturday night. 


Exactly 


445,346 people passed thru the turnstiles during the 11 days and 
nights, surpassing the previous peak of 443,708 established in 1929. 


Last year’s attendance was 403,- 
306. Even two days of rain and 
three days of abnormally cool 
weather failed to check the visit- 
ing hordes who swarmed thru the 
22 exhibition buildings and packed 
the midway where the Johnny J. 
Jones Exposition Shows held 
forth. From every viewpoint the 
fair passes into history as an out- 
standing success, financially as 
well as in the number and quality 
of exhibits. The attraction fea- 
tures established a precedent that 
will be difficult to follow in future 


ears. 

Many factors entered into the success 
of the South Florida Fair. First in im- 
portance was the participation of foreign 
nations with magnificent exhibits, and 
the attendance of the Spanish ambassa- 
dor, Spanish commercial minister, Span- 
ish consuls and the Italian consul- 
general and other high officials. The dis. 
plays made by Spain, Italy and Holland, 
cecupying thousands of square feet of 
space, the costumed attendants, the 
formal ceremonies and gala festivals, the 
unique Dutch village, proved magnets 
that drew visitors from every State in the 
Union. 

More colorful than ever was the gigan- 
tic Gasparilla parade, carried out on 
schedule despite a heavy downpour of 
rain, which started just after the horde 
of pirates sailed up Tampa Bay and cap- 
tured the city. 

Every exhibit building was crowded to 
capacity, setting another record. Every 
foot of space in the halls had been sold 
out more than a week before the 
scheduled opening. 


Exhibitors, Performers Aid 


Co-operation from exhibitors and es- 
pecially from performers appearing in 
front of the grand stand, aided greatly 
in the success of the fair. With the huge 
grand stand packed to capacity on Gas- 
parilla Day, when the downpour of rain 
started, and with a threat of a rain- 
check issue arising, George Hoagland sent 
his hippodrome circus into action, and 
not: one spectator left the stands. The 
show went on without a moment's lull 
and 10,000 heartily cheered the great dis- 
play of showmanship. The Roman stand- 
ing race and auto polo amid the down- 
pour were great sensations. 

Over on the midway appeared the 1931 
edition of the Johnny J. Jones Exposition 
Shows, which fair officials and visiting 
showmen agree was the largest and most 
colorful array of attractions ever offered 
at any fair here. Flashy fronts, sensa- 
tional rides, worth-while attractions and 
the general conduct of each entertain- 
ment feature made up all that any ex- 
position could desire in the way of mid- 
Way attractions. President W. G. Brorein 
and General Manager P. T. Strieder 
stated in their reports. 

Forty acts, presented on two platforms, 
one ring and in a steel arena, made up 
the greatest grand-stand program twice 
daily that the South Florida Fair 
has ever attempted. George Hoagland’s 
Hippodrome presented eight outstanding 
mumbers; Franz Woska, veteran wild 


animal trainer, had three cat sensations, 
leopards, lions and tigers, every one a

RA P. TAYLOR, secretary of the 

Walworth County Agricultural So- 

ciety, Elkhorn, Wis., sends us a 
copy of the privilege contract form 
which will be used at his fair this year. 
The rules and regulations are fully ex- 
plained on the back thereof, and the 
operation of concessions is well gov- 
erned. Games permitted by the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture of Wisconsin are 
specifically stated, these consisting of 
nail-driving games, high strikers, weigh- 
ing scales, pitch-till-you-win, group 
baseball, milk bottle games, doll racks, 
cigaret shooting galleries, dart and bal- 
loon game, skee-ball and nonmerchan- 
dise games, Clauses governing the op- 
eration of these are: “The above games 
ONLY will be permitted for this season, 
but any or all of these games may be 
discontinued if the department finds 
they are generally being operated in an 
illegitimate manner. In no case shall 
money be offered as prizes, buying-back 
privileges given, or money offered in any 
way as an inducement. Any games con. 
trolled by the operator will not be per- 
mitted. Operators must conduct their 
business within the space assigned them 
by the fair association, and in no case 
will boosters or cappers be permitted. 
The limiting of games to the ones giv- 
en in the above list is a condition prec- 
edent to a Wisconsin fair receiving 
State aid. Representatives of this de- 
partment will not police the midways of 
Wisconsin fairs; they will merely report 
to us whether or not the games herein 
listed ONLY have been allowed and 
whether or not they have been con- 
ducted in the manner provided by these 
instructions. Representatives of this 
department will also recommend the 
granting or disallowing of State aid. 
Nothing in these regulations shall be 
interpreted to prohibit the operation of 
novelty stands for the straight sale of 
merchandise.” 


The list is practically the same as the 
one indorsed by the North Pacific Pair 
Association at its recent meeting in Vic- 
toria, B. C., Can. For the benefit of 
those who may not understand, group 
baseball is a game also known as housie 
housie, corn game, keno and beano, but 
operated either with darts thrown by 
players into a platform of squares with 
numbers, or baseballs into hoppers con- 
taining boxes with numbers, the num- 
bers to be visible to all players and no 
operators of the games being permitted 
to throw for the players. 

There also may be some doubt as to 
the nature of the game called pitch- 
till-you-win. While there has been a 
distinction made in the carnival con- 
‘cession world between knife and cane 
racks and hooplas, at the same time 
pitch-till-you-win ag it applies at the 
Wisconsin fairs covers all of these. 

The question of nonmerchandise 
games had us guessing for a while, but 
we feel sure it means such concessions 
as shooting galleries, African dodgers 
and other games where no merchandise 
is offered. 


As another protection to the public, 
the fair and the concessionaire, altho 
not new at some of the largest exposi- 
tions, the Elkhorn Fair on the back of 
this same privilege contract form gives 
the prices at which refreshments must 
The price of 
corn game cards is also included—one, 
15c, and two, 25c. 


Much good is bound to come from 
this regulation of concessions, and par- 
ticularly by puttng teeth in the rule as 
regards games controlled by the oper- 
ator. It means this division of the en- 
tertainment world, by strict enforce- 
ment, is going to be put on a real busi- 
ness basis—something that has been 
lacking at the majority of fairs.

IMCA-AAA agreement 


CHICAGO, Feb. 21. — The 
meeting of the International 
Motor Contest Association, held. 
Monday at the Auditorium Hotel, 
was the most important, insofar 
as results are concerned, of any 
meeting held in recent years. 

At this meeting the IMCA and the 
contest board of the American Automo- 
bile Association reached an amicable 
agreement on points that have been at 
issue for a long time.

This co-Operative arrange- 
ment is expected to give new Impetus 
to the automobile racing game. In the 
past drivers who took part in the races 
at the Indlanapolis speedway were in- 
eligible to compete on tracks under the 
jurisdiction of the IMCA. This restric- 
tion is now removed. This will give the 
drivers much more work and will, of 
course, enable them to make more 
money. 

At the annual election of officers no 
change was made. W. R. Hirsch, man- 
ager of the Louisiana State Fair, Shreve- 
port, continues as president; Ralph T. 
Hemphill, manager Oklahoma State Fair, 
Oklahoma City, vice-president, and A.

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No Action Taken by County 
Group on Regional Fair Bill 


Larger New York fairs decide to study question thoroly 
and try to have measure postponed—town societies 
strongly opposed—meetings to run two days hereafter 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 21.—The New York State Association 
of County Agricultural Societies, at its 43d annual meeting at the 
Ten Eyck Hotel here Tuesday, passed a resolution to take no action 
on the bill now before the Legislature to allow the formation of 
regional fairs, but to study the question thoroly and try to have the 


measure postponed until the next 
session of the Legislature, in the 
meantime consulting with Com- 
missioner B. A. Pyrke, author of 
the bill, in an effort to iron out 
some of the objectionable features. 

The New York State Association of 
Town Agricultural Societies, representing 
the smaller fairs in the State, however, 
went on record as opposing the bill. 

When President Albert E. Brown of 
the county group called the meeting to 
order he found one of the best attend- 
ances in the history of the association. 
The first part of the morning session 
was taken up with the reports of the 
treasurer, secretary and the various com- 
mittees. A memorial resolution on the 
death of E, F. Botsford, of Plattsburg, 
who had been a past president and great 
worker in the cause of the fairs, was 
adopted. 

Discussion of the advisability of hold- 
ing a two-day session of the meeting led 
to the adoption of an amendment to the 
constitution that in the future the an- 
nual meeting shall be held for two days, 
Monday and Tuesday in January. It is 
the intention to have an afternoon ses- 
sion on Monday to dispose of the busi- 
ness and leave Tuesday for the discus- 
sion of various subjects, it having been 
found that the time is too limited in 
one day. 

The following officers were unanimously 
re-elected for the coming year: Albert 
E. Brown, Batavia, president; Oscar W. 
Ehrhorn, New York City, first vice-presi- 
dent; Louis K. Rockefeller, Chatham, 
second vice-president; G. W. Harrison, 
Albany, secretary, and William E. Pear- 
son, Ithaca, treasurer. The executive 
committee remains the same with two 
exceptions, John F. Miller taking the 
place of Louis K. Rockefeller and George 
S. Devine that of E. S. Mason. 

A committee was appointed to ar- 
range the program for next year’s meet- 
ing—a matter that has not been done in 
the past. 

At noon the meeting recessed to call 
upon Governor Roosevelt at the executive 
mansion, where the delegates were ad- 
dressed by him. 

Afternoon Session 

Afternoon session was opened with an 
address by William B. Boothby, manager 
of the Rochester Exposition, in which 
he stressed the points brought out in a 
paper read at the Chicago meeting and 
which was published in full in The Bill- 
board. Charles W. Howard, of Albion, 
also spoke of various ways that might 
be used to advertise, and several others 
brought forward some ideas that they 
had used to bring out the people. Mr. 
Humphrey reported on legislation and a 
court decision that had been rendered, 
to the effect that an agricultural fair 
could acquire additional ground by con- 
demnation proceedings, provided that the 
association was not organized for profit 
to stockholders. This was considered a 
very important point won by the fairs, 
as it was after a very long fight that the 
decision was finally rendered by the 
highest court in the State. 

A resolution to co-operate with the 
national committee in the celebration of 
the 200th anniversary of George Wash- 
ington was adopted. 

Judge Howell spoke on the general 
good of fairs, stressing the point that it 


Was more important to look after the 
outgo or expenses than it was to be con- 
tinually striving for big receipts. He 
pointed out where many items could be 
cut down and still have a good fair. 

C. P. Norgard, assistant commissioner 
of agriculture, presented the association 
with a beautiful white and gold banner 
containing the names of the fairs on the 
roll of honor, that is the fairs that scored 
more than 90 per cent. He followed this 
up with an address covering sanitation 
of grounds and the necessity of having 
g6od judges in the various departments, 
especially the animal section. Twelve 
fairs were on the honor roll last year, 
two more than in 1929. 

The next subject, one of exceptional 
interest to all_the fairs in the State, was 
the bill for regional fairs. B. A. Pyrke, 
secretary of agriculture, was the first 
speaker and went into full details of its 
intents and purposes. A general dis- 
cussion followed and a resolution was 
finally passed, as mentioned above. 


Professor Wheeler, of the State Col- 
lege of Agricviture at Ithaca, discussed 
the matter of plowing contests and 
other features in which the State col- 
lege would like to co-operate with the 
fairs. 

As generally comes up at this meeting, 
some of the secretaries wanted to know 
why concession games were games of 
chance at their fair but not considered 
so at others. After much discussion the 
matter was left “still up in the air”. 


The Dinner 


The dinner, in the ballroom of the 
Ten Eyck Hotel at 7 p.m., was attended 
by more than 350, one of the best ever 
held by the association. Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., conservation commissioner, 
and B. A. Pyrke made’short addresses, 
after which came an entertainment pro- 
gram furnished by Wirth & Hamid. 
Master of ceremonies was Larry Boyd, 
who had just recovered from a cold, and 
he kept things moving in his usual 
exuberant manner. The bill consisted of 
the following features: Irene, dancing 
accordionist; Julia Peters, soloist; Joseph 
Basile, cornet solos; White Bros., comedy 
acrobats; Clara Joyce, California sun- 
shine girl; Gene Jackson Troupe, bicy- 
clists; Clayton Lapham and Mildred 
O’Done, music and songs, and the Five 
Lelands, acrobats.

For years patrons used the 
trolleys to bring them to the park, which 
did a -wonderful business, but the last 
few years the revenue derived from 
transportation has been greatly de- 
creased on eccount of the automobile. 

The park was first established by the 
former president and general manager, 


Wesley W. Sargent, and under his able ° 


leadership it prospered. Sargent for 
many years operated the Whalom Park 
Opera Company, bringing to the park 
Many opera stars of note. He intro- 
duced many open-air features and in- 
novations. Several stock companies were 
Seen under the personal direction of 
Sargent. For 15 seasons the Richard 
Morgan Players held the boards at the 
park theater, playing to good audiences. 
Two years ago President Baker and his 
atvisers decided that a change was 
necessary at the theater, so Arthur Ash- 
ley and his players were signed up and 
for two years have held the boards. The 
business done by Ashley has been very 
good, but not up to that done by Mor- 


Extensive repairs have been made 
around the park. A new depot has been 
built and other buildings have been re- 
paired and painted. A new restaurant 
has been built along the lake front. 
While crowds have gone to the park 
during the summer, it has seemed dif- 
ficult to get them to spend. This, ac- 
cording to Baker, may be due in part to 
poor business conditions, but it also is 
probably true that the park needs spe- 
cialized individual management. 


The Billboard representative in con-

Transportation Means to Parks 


(J. H. HANNA’S ADDRESS, 


Impartial investigations have shown 
that we are taxed more severely than any 
other industry. About one-tenth of our 
total revenue must be paid for taxes, in- 
cluding besides the ordinary rates on 
property such special taxes as street pav- 
ing, snow removal, salaries of traffic 
policemen and many others accompanied 
frequently by a percentage tax on gross 
revenue. 

These special taxes were imposed upon 
street railways before the days of regula- 
tion when the companies were operating 
under franchises at a fixed rate of fare, 
when most of them, with low wages and 
other operating costs, were making 
money, and when competition of any 
sort was insignificant. Conditions have 
changed. Costs of all sorts have in- 
creased. A much longer ride is given for 
the same fiat fare. And more important 
still, the coming of the private automo- 
bile and the cheap taxicab has very 
greatly changed the riding habits of the 
public and has taken away much of the 
business and revenue which the indus- 
try formerly enjoyed, so that today the 
street railway business, like the “old gray 
mare”, is not what she used to be. And 
there is a strong feeling in some quarters 
that its usefulness is passing, and that 
before many years out city streets will be 
free of tracks and the public will be 
transported individually instead of col- 
lectively to and from their places of busi- 
ness and amusement. 


It takes very little study and investi- 
gation to show that any such hypothesis 
has no sound basis on which to rest. In 
spite of the growing competition to 
which they are subjected, public vehicles 
still carry the burden of transportation 


continued from last issue) 


in our cities and the electric car on rails 
is still by far the most important agency 
and the most economic means of mass 
transportation. 

Busses, operated either by gasoline or 
electricity, fulfill an increasingly im- 
portant function in mass transportation, 
but, under conditions as they are, can- 
not of themselves care for the transpor- 
tation needs of the public except possibly 
in the smaller cities. Satisfactory results 
can only be attained by the co-ordina- 
tion of these agencies under one operatng 
head and under rigid regulation. Any 
other arrangement will resuit in wasteful 
duplication of service, for which the pub- 
lic must eventually pay in increased cost 
or inferior service. ‘ 


Traffic congestion is now one of the 
most perplexing problems confronting 
city management. Tremendous sums are 
being spent for widening streets and for. 
building new ones, but if the present 
tendency toward increase in the use of 
individual vehicles is continued, the im- 
provements for which these expenditures 
are made will not alter the present de- 
plorable conditions. 


A street 80 feet wide from curb to 
curb, with half of it available for traffic 
in each direction and with curb parking 
permitted, will accommodate 2,000 ve- 
hicles per hour in one direction. Traffic 
surveys made in a number of cities show 
that private automobiles and taxicabs 
carry on an average approximately 1.7 
passengers each, and this figure varies 
very little in the different surveys made. 
Compare this total of 3,400 passengers 
per hour with the capacity of a double- 
track surface electric railway, which can 
carry without difficulty if each direction

150 cars, seating 60 passengers each, per 
hour, over two and one-half times the 
vehicle capacity of the 80-foot city 
street. 

The Holland tunnels under the East 
River at New York, built and operated 
for speed and without intersections of 
any kind, have an estimated hourly ca- 
pacity of 2,540 vehicles, 4,318 passengers, 
in each direction. Compare this with a 
four-track subway, which would carry a 
seated load of 47,000 passengers per hour 
in each direction. 

When traffic in any city reaches the 
point of saturation and it becomes neces- 
sary to build additional facilities either 
underground or overhead, the economic 
advantage of equipping these for rail 
operation is readily apparent. 

If these facts were generally known 
there would no longer be any serious be- 
lief that street cars and other public 
transportation vehicles were simply an 
incumbrance on highways. On the con- 
trary, the business men of our cities 
would realize that the proper develop- 
ment of their communities and conse- 
quently of their own business must de- 
pend largely upon the growth and de- 
velopment of public transportation facili- 
ties and would give-more serious thought 
to the difficulties confronting the trans- 
portation agencies today and more sym- 
pathetic help in their solution. 

You in the amusement business are 
more directly interested in this matter 
than are many others. You interests 
require the best quality of transporta- 
tion at the lowest possible cost, but you 
must realize that transportation service 
in common with all other services and 
commodities must be paid for if it is to 
be furnished satisfactorily. 

You can help our vehicles obtain that 
consideration in the handling of traffic 
which the large number of passengers 
they carry justify. You can help in our 
effort to be relieved from many of the 
unfair and unreasonable taxation bur- 
dens which we are compelled to carry and 
in many instances help in the solution 
of our franchise and other public 
problems, .nd so put us in such a finan- 
cial position that we can improve the 
character of service which we render, and 
if possible decrease its cost. 


Electric railway companies may have 
been slow in adjusting themselves to 
changed conditions, but they are now 
actively engaged in a scientific study of 
different phases of their business. They 
are co-operating in the design of a 
vehicle which will be more comfortable, 
more speedy, less noisy, and have a better 
appearance than those now operated, and 
are giving thoughtful study to a different 
fare structure which will more nearly fit 
the amount of the charge to the amount 
of service given than is possible under 
the existing flat-fare system. 


I can assure you that if these achieve- 
ments are accomplished and public 
transportation business in our cities is 
again put in a position where needed 
capital will be attracted to it, that the 
public will be better served and that this 
improvement will bring more people to 
your amusement parks, more prosperity 
to those whom both of us serve.

BROOKLYN, N. Y., Feb. 21.—Gertrude 
Ederle, English Channel swimmer, has 
been engaged by Morris Bienenstock as 
assistant manager, instructress of swim- 
ming and an exhibition swimmer at the 
new open-air natatorium, which will be 
known as Bronxdale Swimming Pool, 
located on the southwest corner of 
Bronxdale avenue and Antin place, 
Bronx. 


Shampan & Shampan, architects, have 
prepared the plans and will supervise 
the construction. They report that work 
has just been started, and it is expected 
that the enterprise will be completed 
by May 15. The plans call for a three- 
story cellar and roof garden reinforced 
concrete building for dressing rooms, 
lockers, restaurant, dance hall and 


solarium, a swimming pool 75x180 feet, 
a separate children’s pool, a sand beach, 


handball courts and other sporting 
games. A modern circulating filter sys- 
tem, a chlorinator system, an ammo- 
niator system and a tank for the intro- 
duction of salt water will be installed. 

The pool is being arranged to accom. 
modate 5,000 persons, and it is estimated 
that the operation will cost approxi- 
mately $500,000.

“I WANT to take advantage of this 
opportunity to explain just why Joe 
West, representative of the Carman 
Rink, Philadelphia, was not eligible to 
compete in the recent 25-mile team race 
et the Fordham Skating Palace in the 
Bronx,” writes Roland Cioni. “The ac- 
tion was taken by myself. as well as 
Victor Brown, owner of Dreamland Park, 
Newark, N. J., and several other local 
rink owners. At a meeting held in the 


cffice of J. Wesley Hamer at the Ridge- 
wood Grove, Hamer explained that he 
had been treated very shabbily by West, 
who quit him cold without even having 
the courtesy to send in notice of his 
resignation. All present agreed that 
Such practices should be discouraged. 
Hamer provided West with employment 
and supplied him with a brand-new out- 
fit at a time when there was not another 
post available in New York City. Surely 
a certain amount of gratitude should be 
shown for this assistance, but West 
acted as if Hamer had been actually 
unkind to him. This is the only reason 
for his not competing in our 25-mile 
race. The move was made as a favor to 
Hamer and also to discourage skaters 
from being unfair in their dealings with 
rink Owners in general. Now in order to 
remove any suspicion that we are un- 
w.lling to have Cloyd Cawthon, our pro- 
fessional star, race either West or Mal- 
colm Carey, holder of the national one- 
mile title, the Fordham Rink posts a side 
bet of $1,000 that Cawthon will beat 
either skater in a match or in a team 
event. If West and Carey prefer to race 
together against Cawthon the latter will 
produce ancther partner to keep the 
contest going while he takes time out 
to recover his wind. There is no skater 
in this country who can beat Cawthon 
on the 12-lap track of the Fordham, 
the size of which makes racing a real 
test of endurance and stamina. Any 
other skater who can put the money 
on the line is welcome to match his 
speed against that of Cawthon. The 
challenge applies to all skaters in the 
country, as well as West and Carey. The 
Fordham is eagerly awaiting the time 
when Cawthon can race against both 
West and Carey. He has already defeat- 
ed West several times and feels confident 
that Malcolm Carey would be just as 
easy at any distance the latter cares to 
select.”

The management of a collective- 
amusement organization isn’t function- 
ing properly as such unless it is authori- 
tative and encourages its authority be- 
ing duly recognized. Therefore, it should 
be ever watchful for vantage points in 
its managerial leadership and encourage 
others of the company to be on the alert, 
and lend their aki—suggestions, etc.— 
toward the benefit of ALL. 


Probably the greatest mutual under- 
standing and co-operation (the former 
promotes the latter) have been gained 
thru the weekly meetings that have been 
held by some of the companies—or as 
near weekly as possible. In the presence 
of such assemblages the management 
and otner staff members have opportu- 
nity to praise, request, caution and de- 
mand regarding current matters—not ~ 
with a “big stick” demanding, but in 
& man-to-man business manner. Dis- 
cussions by attaches can be made in- 
teresting and mutually helpful, provided 
bullheadedness and know-it-allness are 
banned, and a give-and-take spirit en- 
couraged. There is a world of opportu- 
nity, too, for diversified entertainment 
at the meetings—as a stimulator of in- 
terest in the gatherings. 


Douttless, the idea of periodical meet- 
ings of the entire personnel, held in 
cne of the larger tents, can be estab- 
lished by every company and promoted 
into most wonderful assets — solidified 
friendship, mutual-welfare interest and 
all-round helpfulness, even extending to 
the executive staff!

The gross was increased, incidentally, 
thru a really humorous incident: While 
I was directing those paid-admissioners 
to the various attractions and giving lec- 
tures and as they passed the pit where 
“Pete”, the giant rhesus monkey, was 
chained, one of the “wags” reached over 
the pitwall and slapped at “Pete” with 
a $1 bill—and “Pete”, quick as a flash, 
grabbed the mazuma.

prejudice and advises on costumes, make- 
up, props, settings and lighting. She 
doesn't insist on expensive material, but 
wants clean, pressed and well-fitting cos- 
tumes and appropriate and clean sets 
and props. 

Makeup is something many acts fall 
down on. Mrs. Mindlin is trying to dis- 
courage “mask” makeups, which give a 
sickly effect. She is also trying to in- 
ject some variety in costumes and sets 
whenever possible. Velvet drops, evening 
gowns, dress suits, leotards and rompers 
are okeh, but have become so common 
in vaudeville that the audiences pay 
slight attention to them. Those wearing 
them are handicapped. If they wore 
something different that was still in 
keeping with the act—not startling or 
outlandish—they could make a favorable 
impression as they walk across the stage 
and before they start working. 

Mrs. Mindlin has also been aiming at 
men and women prop assistants in nov- 
elty acts. She wants to dress them up 
so that they are more than assistants or 
atmosphere She thinks they should 
be so dressed so as to attract individual 
attention. 

Style counselor’s hardest struggle has 
been with women who consider criticism 
of their clothing as an insult. They 
usually quiet down, however, after mak- 
ing their first appearance in new cos- 
tumes and before new settings. The 
RKO officials, bookers and agents were 
lukewarm at first, but have come around 


and are now giving the new bureau 


their co-operaticn.

Set “Swim for 
Campaign for 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—At the recent 
convention of the American Association 
of Pools and Beaches, Inc., held in Chi- 
cago, a resolution was passed whereby the 
association would recommend a national 
“Swim for Health Week” and “Learn 
to Swim Week” drive. After careful 
consideration on the part of the officers 
of the association, it was found that for 
the organization to sponsor and conduct 
the drive too large a fund would have 
to be set aside, with the possibility of 
a great financial loss being incurred. 

It was therefore decided that the AA- 
PB once again co-operate with the In- 
ternational Professional Swimmers’ Asso- 
ciation, sponsor of “Swim for Health 
Week” for the last several years, and 
get behind its campaign, which is to 
take place June 1 to 6, inclusive. 

The purpose of the “Swim for Health 
Week” campaign. according to Martin 
Stern, secretary of the IPSA, Is to pro- 
mote swimming in all its branches and 
make the public swim-conmécious. Fur- 
thermore, as a result of the campaign, 
it is the intention of the organizers to 
bring to the attention of the public the 
value of swimming to health; to decrease 
the number of deaths thru drownings 
each year; to educate the public to 
thinking, believing and knowing that 
pools are safe and clean; to bring to 
the minds of the public the fact that 
“water sports in the surf” can only be 
enjoyed by those who know how to 
swim, and to make swimming a major 
instead of minor sport in elementary, 
preparatory, high schools and colleges 
today.

MEDICINE SHOWS employing Indian 
performers may encounter new dif- 
ficulties and handicaps as the result of 
activities of the North American Indian 
Society, a New York social and political 
organization, according to info from 
Lone Fox, an Indian, giving his address 
as 10 West 103d street, New York. Lone 
Fox writes that this organization has 
been making inquiry into the exploita- 
tion of Indians by various medicine men 
and showmen, and has filed a formal 
complaint with the New York City Board 
of Health, and that, in consequence, the 
health officials will demand that the 
hame “Indian” be removed from labels 
on bottles and packages unless it is 
shown that the medicine is compounded 
and sold by a genuine Indian organiza- 
tion. Lone Fox gives no details, but 
states: “This will be a hard blow to 
some concerns that have been using 
the Indian and his name.” It appears 
that the cause is the low wage paid to 
the Indian for his services. Lone Fox 
says further that some concerns have 


, been made wealthy in a few years by 


exploiting the Indian and giving him 
practically nothing more than coffee and 
cakes. He adds: “The New York organ- 
ization will" back up complaints from 
Indians who have been used to mislead 
the public as to the nature of products. 
After ail, the American Indian demands 
only fair play from his employer.” Med. 
showmen using the “Indian” label would 
probably act wisely by making inquiry 
into the organization mentioned by 
Lone Fox. A letter to the New York 
Board of Health might bring worth- 
while information.

in the bungalow atop the Hotel Sher- 

man threshing out some of the circuit's 

problems and laying plans for the 

ensuing year. 

All of the meetings were executive 
Sessions. Most of the executives were 
chary of discussing just what tran- 
spired, but Joseph Plunkett stated that 
in the main the meetings were largely 
routine. The general vaudeville situa- 
tion was discussed, but by far the 
greater part of the time was taken up 
with consideration of pictures. 

Regarding a return of vaudeville to 
public favor Plunkett was most optimis- 
tie. Coming year will see a substantial 
increase in the use of vaudeville, he 
Said. Co-ordination of RKO’s publicity 
departments will make it possible to 


give vaudeville the publicity it deserves, 
Plunkett stated, and the circuit intends 
to plug “flesh” shows heavily. 

The trouble the circuit has been 
having on its vaudeville stages with blue 
material was gone over thoroly at the 
meetings. Censorship is and has been 
actively in force, Plunkett stated, but a 
new means is being adopted to keep a 
more thoro tab on artists who persist 
in using blue material. Under the new 
arrangement the orchestra leader in 
each house will be furnished a cut 
sheet, which he will keep before him. 
Any attempts to evade the cuts will be 
immediately reported to the manager, 
who will see that the cuts are made as 
ordered. 

Hiram S. Brown, RKO’s president, 
stopped off in Chicago Monday on his 
way back from the Coast to New York 
and addressed the meeting. Other 
executives in attendance were James H. 
Turner, assistant to Brown; Nate Blum- 
berg, assistant general manager; Jules 
Levy, film buyer; E. M. Glucksman, free- 
lance manager; Ben Serkowich, E. M. 
Orowitz and Jack J. Hess, publicity 
executives, and George Brown and Billy 
Elson, of the local offices. Jack Pegler, 
supervisor of RKO advertising for Lord, 
Thomas & Logan, also attended the 
sessions. 

Convention ended Wednesday night 
with a banquet. Joseph Plunkett left 
immediately for the Coast. Most of the 
other executives returned east.

agents totals approximately 30 weeks, 
and is scattered between five offices. 
Four of these are patronized by all and 
the other only by a certain few as a last 
resort. 2 

One edge the indie men have on the 
RKO agents is that they do not have to 
be so discriminating about an act, their 
field being varied enough in taste to 
take care of, even for only a short amount 
of playing time, turns of every caliber 
except big “names”. Latter are white 
elephants except for the few weeks that 
can be gotten from Warner and Fox in 
the picture houses. Both circuits, how- 
ever, usually buy direct whenever feeling 
that a strong attraction is needed to 
bolster either a Publix unit or a Fanchon 
& Marco Idea. 

High-salaried acts are out in most of 
the Fox, Warner and Publix houses, with 
agents concentrating on the cheaper but 
pleasing acts in quantity being better off. 

While the majority of the indie time is 
handled by the Arthur Fisher office and 
A. & B. Dow, the latter is not visited by 
most of the agents. Fisher’s budgets, as 
a rule, are on par with the three circuits. 

Loew agents, altho having access to 91% 
weeks more than the unaffiliated indie 
men, are in the position where they 
must deliver to the mother circuit when- 
ever called upon. This has often hap- 
pened after an act had already been 
booked with one of the other three cir- 
cuits. Another drawback to them is that 
they are prohibited to sell an act cheaper 
to Fox, Warner or Publix than to Loew.

(Continucd from nage 5) 
counsel for plaintiff became satisfied 
that there was no infringement in this 
case he withdrew his charge of infringe- 
ment, whereupon the court made its de- 
cision as indicated in the decree, of which 
you now have a copy.” 

The decree, issued February 19 in 
United States District Court, Southern 
District of New York, reads as follows: 


“Final Decree—This cause having come 
on to be heard at final hearing on the 
pleadings and proofs offered by the 
plaintiff’s case, the court being fully ad- 
vised in the premises, it is ordered, ad- 
judged and decreed that the bill of com- 
plaint herein be, and it is hereby dis- 
missed for non-infringement; and it is 
further ordered, adjudged and decreed 
that the defendant shall have costs and 
judgment and execution therefor, Frank 
J. Coleman, U. S. D. J.”
